Sacramento, January 16. 1689. 
The Senate met at 10 a. m.. pursuant to adjourn­ 
ment, Pnv dect Mansfield in the chair. 
Roll called and a quorum present. 
Journal of yesterday approved. 
Two days’ leave of absence was granted Mr. 
Nelson, on account of sickness. 


ELECTION CONTESTS. 
The President announced that the pajiors in the 
cont sted electiou o s s for the seats of Sen t«»rs 
Traylor, Conger »nd Nelson had been presented by 
the Secretary of State, and directed tl>e Secre­ 
tary to take charge of them and deliver them to the 
Committee on Elections. 
Mr. Enos moved, that as there was a contest for 
the seat oi Mr. Ne!son it was not proper that the 
Senator should remain on the Committee ou Elec­ 
tions. 
He therefore moved that Mr. Sattcrwhite he 
placed on the committee in the place of Mr. Nelson. 
The motion prevailed. 


R E P 0 S Z 6 . 
Mr. ZrcK, from the Committee on Miieage and 
Contingent Expenses, reported the mileage due 
members at the rale of ten cents per mile, under the 
new Constitution. 
Mr Dicxutsox raised the point that the mileage 
should be computed under the statute. 
Oil his 
motion the report was referred to the Committee on 
Judiciary. 
Mr. Seak-s, from the Committee on Rules,reported 
back the rules recommitted 6» the committee with 
the following recommendations: That Rule 45 be 
nmend.d by striking out the words “ and one to 
each Assemblyman and State officer, five copies to 
the Slate Library,” and inserting at the etui “ ac­ 
cording to law ; ” that Rule 4N be adopted ; that the 
proposed Rule 51, offered by Mr. Enos, providing 
that aii bills be reported within seven days, he not 
adopted ; that Rule 50 be amended by striking out 
the word “ motion ; ” and that Rule 6 be abiendcd 
by striking out of line three the words “ and 
printed.” 
Rules 4">, 46 and 43 were adopted as amended. 
Mr. Skaiuj moved that Rule 6 he amended by 
striking out the words “ and printed ” in line three. 
He staled that the object was t » save the expense of 
printing all bills when they were first introduced, as 
they all had to be printed on their second reading. 
Mr. Satterwhitb opposed the motion. He wanted 
all bills printed and placed on his desk, so that, he 
could see what amendments were necessary. 
They 
ought t"> be primed before amendment. 
Mr. W e n d e l l took the same view of the case. He 
could not see how members could act intelligent!}' 
unless the hills were before them when they were-up 
for amendment. 
Mr. H i l l took the same view of the case. 
Mr. Johnson also opposed the amendment. 
The ayes and noes were demanded by Senators 
Burt, G l a s s c o c k and G o r m a n , and the motion to 
amend was lost by a vote of 4 ayes to JO noes.

FIR ST READINGS. 
The Secretary resumed the reading of bills at 
length the first time. 
The question came up again on the motion to re­ 
fer Senate Bill No 9 to the Committee on Judiciary 
instead of the San Francisco delegation. 


SENATOR PA R D E E 'S V IEW S. 
Mr. Pardkk -I did not intend to take any part in 
the debato that was before the Senate yesterday, but 
I do not like to have a subject pxss of such a vital 
kind without lending my voice to the side of right 
and justice. 
It does appear to me, sir, it is taking 
a right from the San Francisco delegation, who r p­ 
resent that city 
I say there has been an attempt 
to take its rights away from that delegation; 
whether it has a direct or indirect purpose I care 
not. Sirs, it would be as just and as right to refer 
bills pertaining t*> the welfare of San Francisco to 
the delegation of Siskiyou or San Diego as it would 
be to refer them to the Judiciary Committee. 
Seven years ago, when I was a member of the As­ 
sembly, I was honored by the delegation to take pirt 
in the deliberation * that came before them. 
They 
honored me with that request because I had long 
been a resident of that city ; hr cause I had grown 
up with iu growth. 
They believed that 1 uader- 
s*.ood its 
ants, its necessities. The business that 
came be ore that committee occupied its atten­ 
tion for three nights in evtry week. 
I admit, 
sir, that the Constitution under which wc arc now 
working cuts off a great deal of local legislation. 
There is a vast amount that naist come strictly, 
if justice is done, before that delegation. I care not 
who it i* that represents that city. 
It is enough for 
me to know that Senators come here with certifi­ 
cates of election, fresh from the people of that city, 
and the people have required and requested them to 
represent them in the deliberations of this Senate. 
I first planted my footstep on the sand dunes in Sail 
Francisco on the 6th d iy of January, 1850. 
I have 
seen aud witne sed her magical growth ; 1 have 
seen her in her adversity ; I have seen the city 
swooped down by the forked-tongue of the llames, 
but the industry and energy of her people reared 
better structures than there were before; I have 
seen march in her streets an army of citizens 7,000 
strong, with their swords glistening in the sunbeam 
of the morning, to battle for their rights as free 
men; I have seen the stuffers of the ballot-boxes, 
when notified, leaving the Golden City ; still, it was 
all for the good of San Francisco. But when you at­ 
tempt to take legislation from tho.*e whom the 
people of that magical city have sent here and place 
it before a committee, that there may not he a soli­ 
tary man before It from that city, I say that you are 
usurping the powers of legislation, you are doing 
that city an injustice, you are going contrary 
to Republican and Democratic forms of legislation. 
With these remarks, sir, I am satisfied that a ma­ 
jority of the Senate, from the arguments presented 
yesterday, will vote in honor of thuse men, that 
hive come here, irrespective of party, granting 
them the extreme privilege of conducting the in­ 
terests of their constituents. 
In growing with the 
growth of 8an Francisco 1 have acquired property 
there. 
I am a taxpayer in that a ty. 
I would feel, 
sir, that the privilege of paying taxes there would 
be to a certain extent usurped if the San Francisco 
delegation were not entitled to represent me as one 
of their taxpayers. 


SPEEC H O F SENATOR GROVE L . JOHNSON*. 
Mr. Johnson—Mr. President, I cong atulate the 
Senate and 1 congratulate the State upon the dqfc&te 
which we listened to yesterday aud to-day upon 
this pr qoeitioo. 
I regard it, sir, as something 
interesting to the Senators, interesting to the peo­ 
ple, something lively, something tending to break 
the monotony of the dull w ork of legislation and at 
the same time to inform and instruct us. 
Scientists 
tell us that thunder storms purify the air-.-thev re­ 
move the malaria from the atmosphere that we 
breathe. 
If that l»e true in physics, it is undoubt­ 
edly true 
that 
the 
thunder 
of 
the gentle­ 
man from San Francisco and the lightning of the 
gentleman from Santa Clara have purified the air of 
this chamber and left it freer and purer for the rest 
«if us to breathe. One gentleman objects to this 
discussion on the ground that it would take time 
and that it will impede legislation. 
While I am not 
one of those who join in the common howl iu refer­ 
ence to the legislation of this or any other Legisla­ 
ture, I a«u one of those who believe that the world 
is governed too much, and that the less laws that 
we pass at this 
session 
the 
better it will 
be for the people and for ourselves. Therefore, if 
the debate upon this question has assumed wide 
range and been up a long time, in my judgment it 
has been beneficial to the people. 
In discussing 
this matter I shall endeavor to tr. at it fairly, dis­ 
passionately, and speak of it without reference to 
any remarks that have been made by the gentlemen 
to each other or in reference to "their party. 
I 
honor the man who protects his own honor 
I glorv 
in the man who defends the honor of his party 
I 
congratulate the eloquent gentlemen who Have 
spoken upon this question. 
I thank them in behalf 
of their own parties for the manner in which they 
have defended their parties. 
1 congratulate them 
upon the manner in which they have defended 
themselves. 
I think the merits are equal, and I 
shall not attempt to indulge in that line of debate. 
Not because, Mr. President, 1 do not sometimes like 
to do it, and not because I am at all afraid to in­ 
dulge in it, but simply because 1 think for the pres- 
eut we have had sufficient of that upon this matter. 


T H E QUESTION BEFORE TH E SEN A TE 
Is this, as I understand it. 
A bill is introduced by 
the Senator from the Thirteenth, applying in terms 
to cities having more than 109,000 inhabitants, and 
peeking to regulate the price of gas. 
A in-tion is 
made that it be referred to the 8an Francisco dele­ 
gation. 
An amendment is offered by myself tha: it 
be referred to the Committee on Ojrporations. The 
decision of this question at this time, in my judg­ 
ment, is of great importance to this Senate, of im­ 
portance to San Francisco, and of importance to the 
i>tate of California. 
At the outset let me disabuse 
the Senators' minds, if any of them have been 
brought to a belief in the idea that no man votes 
upon a San Francisco bill, except the San F anrisco 
delegation 
As I understand the rules of this 
body, as I understand the laws of this State, every 
Senator upon this floor is bound to vote upon 
every bill that comes before the Senate, whether 
it refers to S.»n Francisco, or Alameda, or Siskiyou or 
Santaclara. 
If the San Francisco delegation had 
the sole say upon propositions—if matters affecting 
Sao Francisco were to be voted upon by them and 
them al. ne - the question would assume a different 
asnict, and my reasoning and my vote would be 
different. 
But every inan here is called upon under 
bis oath to vote upon every bill, whether it affects 
the interest of one or the other part of the State. 
Therefore, sir, we are all responsible for legislation. 
We are ail responsible for every bill that is pass d 
by the Senate. 
We are responsible f *r every law 
4hat is enacted by this Legislature, and inasmuch as 
we are responsible, is it not ri^ht ard proper that 
we should thoroughly inform ourselves in reference 
to every bill that is introduced, before we record 
our vote upon the propos lion?

NOT A COMMITTER O P T H IS SEN A TE. 
1 8 meetings are and have to be secret. 
I have no 
right to appear before that delegation and vote with 
them opon propositions. Their deliberations may be 


and often are secret. And when they have deliberated 
u{»ou a 1 ill and they have come to the conclusion 
tbat it is a proper U li, what have I 10 govern me in 
reference to the matter? None of th .ir delibera­ 
tions, none of the testimony they have listened to, 
none <»f the arguments they listen to. are Ixforoniv. 
1 am called upon t«» vote upon trie bill without th 
benefit of any committee, witho .’.t the benefit of any 
testimony, wi ,houL the benefit «»f anything except 
what little mother knowledge I have, an i w'natiime 
I can give to the bill.

There are thr*o San Francisco members 
Senator Traylor, Senator Kelly and Senator Dickin­ 
son—so that Sat» Francisco has one third of tl.e 
e tire Committee on Corporations, to which I de­ 
sire this bill to be referred.

Anil the ci y of 
New York, as you know, rolls up its majority for 
one politic 1 faith, while the Legislature of the State 
of New York, thank God, is nearly always composed 
of a majority of mem be is elected by theothcr politi­ 
cal party; and yet, sir, even when the Democracy 
had the p wer in the Legislature of the State of New 
York, they d.ti not change the rule, but left it as it 
has always been, Licit matters effecting New York 
city should go to the regular committees of the Sen­ 
ate and Assembly. 
And, bir, as bearing upon this

A GAINST h l’HCIAL LEG ISLA TIO N , 
Not because special legislation in reference to other 
p rtionsof the State had been so bad, but because the 
special legislation in reference to San Francisco had 
been s < bad. 
You go to San Francisco—and what do 
you see? Why, all the political parties there are so 
interwoven and intertu ined that no man can tell when 
he enters the office of a man elected by the Demo­ 
crats whether he has Democratic officials iu position 
or tv t. Ths Republican Assessor will have a large 
number of clerks belonging to the Democracy; a 
Democratic officer will have K publicans in* his 
office ; the Registrar of Elections will have Demo­ 
crats and Republicans in his offi .*c, thus showing 
that both political parties are alike iu San Francisco;

T H E CONSTITUTIONAL QUESTION. 
Now, I auk the attention of every Senator, partic­ 
ularly 1 ask the attention of the lawyers, I ask the 
attention of the fanners, and I ask the attention of 
every man who voted for the new Constitution, 
w hile I endeavor to show, as I think I can, that this 
bill, and all others, should be referred to the stand­ 
ing committees of this body. 
Section 83 of Article 
IV. of the Constitution reads as follows: 
“ Section 33. The Legislature shall pass laws for 
the regulation aud limitation of the charges lor ser­ 
vices performed and commodities furnished by tel­ 
egraph and gas corporations, and the charges by 
corporations or individuals for storage and wharf­ 
age,” etc. 
1 call the attention of Senators to the reading of 
that section. 
It does not say that the Legislature 
in a;/ pass laws ; it does not say that the Legislature 
•-right to pass law s; but it says “ the Legislature 
thnll pass laws for the regulation and limitation of 
the charges for service» performed and commodities 
furnished by telegraph and gas corporations, and the 
charges by corporations or individual» for storage 
and wharfage.” This bill, sir, is introduced for the 
purpose of regulating the price of gas. 
It therefore 
falls clearly within this constitutional provision, 
and it must be decided by a general law and not bv 
special legislation. 
There must be then a general 
law upon this proposition. 
Now, it would be sup­ 
posed that they did not know whether any other 
citv in the State had gas. I understand that the city 
of San Jose is lighted by gas ; the city of Mansviüe, 
the city of Stockton, Nevada City. Grass Valley,Sac- 
rameuto, an.I even the country village of Oakland I 
understand to be lighted by gas. ¿o, »ir, 1 believe 
there arc a number of «tber cities in the State in 
which there are g*as c rporations. 
Mr. Dickinson—And the city of Washington? 
Mr. Johnson—The city of Washington to which 
you referís iu the District of Columbia, to which 1 
hope vnu will sron he translated by an admiring 
constituency. 
All these cities have gas corporation s. 
All of them are Interested in the legislation to com­ 
ply with the dictates of the Constitution, the j.as<- 
ugeof laws to regulate the chaigcs m:>ue by gas 
corporations. 
Now sir, subdivision 33 of Section 25 
of Article IV. of this Constitution says that the 
Leghhture shall not pas»« local or special laws in 
ca^eS where a general law can be mad 
applicable. 
C-nnot a general law be ir.^de applicable to the gas 
corporations of this State? I submit that to the in­ 
telligence of every Senator on this floor. 
Cannot 
A G EN ERA L LAW 
Be passed to apply to all portions of the Ltate 


an«l to regulate the charges by gas corporations in 
all portions of the State ! Of course the answer is 
yes, that a general law can be 
aased. 
If, then, a 
genera! law can be passed regulating the charges of 
gas corporations in the State, it is our duty to pass 
such 
a law. 
We arc commanded by the Con­ 
stitution to do it, 
and 
wc 
arc 
also 
com­ 
manded 
bv 
the 
Constitution 
not 
to 
pass 
a special law and 
to 
pass a 
general 
law 
Therefore, sir, under the Constitution it is the da y 
of ttiis Senate to refer this bill to the Committee on 
Corporations in order tli.it they may grapple with 
this interesting and gigantic subject and puss a gen­ 
era! law affecting nil gas corporations in all portions 
of tic Ma c of Caliturnia. Suppose sir. that the 
gootleraan has said in his bill that the city of San 
Francisco shall do certain thing», instead of reading 
“ xil c.tits liaviug more than one hundred thousand 
iidubitunts.” would not that have been spec a! leg- 
fetation «>f the broadest kind? Can you whip the 
•¿evil af *und the btump by fchi> mean», siuiplv say­ 
ing “ all cities of over one hundred thousand inhab­ 
itants." when every man knows that you mean San 
Francisco l Í think there can be no question as 
to that, 
i feel, sir, that there is no question as to 
our duty under the Constitu ion to p.iss a general 
law. 
1 for oiic am willicg to >«»te for such a gen­ 
eral law, for I believe it to be n.-bt and proper, and 
that is the only law, Mr. President, that we can piss 
under the provisions «>f this new C' nstituti.»n.

OUR V I'S INDUSTRIE?. 


For a number ot yeiud past there lias been 
a discouraged feeling in reference to vinicul­ 
ture and wine-making. 
This feeling suc­ 
ceeded the time when most of those who had 
been cultivating vineyards had learned, by a 
number of years’ experience and efforts at 
wine-making, th at this part of tueir bucines» 
had proved a failure. 
A t one time every 
vineyaruiat imagined that to make mon- y 
out of his vineyard he m ust make up his 
grapes into wine. 
A t the time this opinion 
prevailed there was some reason for it, from 
the fact th at there were then but few wine­ 
making establishments in the country' that 
were in condition to buy the grapes and 
wake them into wine and wait for the ripen­ 
ing of the wiae made to realize on the invest­ 
ment. 
The vineyardists had practically t o 
m arket for their raw grapes, except for a few 
t . it cou’.d be disposed of a- table grapes, ai d 
they could find no m arket for the wines made 
by themselves for the reason th at in most in­ 
stances these wines were good for nothing. 
As a consequence many a vineyard th at had 
been planted and cultivated up to a good 
bearing condition, and th at had cost in cul­ 
tivation and rent, or want of u?e of the land 
for other purposes, more than the lat.J itself 
w-as worth, has been dug up withiu tbe last 
six or eight years, and tbe land it occupied 
devoted to other cultures—as wheat growing, 
general orcharding, etc. 
By degrees, how­ 
ever, wineries have grown up in almost every' 
district where the amount of grapes growu 
would warrant. 
The e establishments have been by degrees 
extending their capacities for wine-making 
till now they are p.repared to buy and manu­ 
facture larcc quantities of gra]>es into wine, 
so th at within reasonable distance of nearly 
all vineyards in the State there is now 
established a winery, making a sure market 
for all wine grapes. 
These wineries have 
been improving their modes of manipulat­ 
ing and taking care 
of tbeir wine till 
most of them are turning out a good m er­ 
chantable article of each of the popular 
styles of wine. 
They have been able gener­ 
ally to dispose of sufficient quantities of their 
produce to keep up running expenses, and 
have been holding on to some of each vintage 
as an experiment to determine the effect that 
age would have upon it, and in the mean­ 
time what has been put upon the market and 
disposed of has been gradually winning for 
itself favor with consumers. 
During these 
years of trial and wailing and experience 
among v .cyardists and wine-makers in Cali­ 
fornia, the wine-growing countries of Europe 
have been going through a much more trying 
and discouraging time. 
The little vine-pest, 
the phylloxera, has been steadily and surely 
destroying their vineyards, aud year by year 
shortening their crops. 
To keep up a supply 
for demands made upoii them, the old cellars 
have 
been 
drawn 
upon 
till 
their 
old wines are 
now 
nearly 
exhausted, 
and their resources in every way hive about 
given out, and the w’orld is now' realizing the 
fact that it can no longer depend, with any 
certainty, upon Europe for its wines and 
brandies. 
Hence it is th at California is loom­ 
ing up as a wine-growing country—the fu­ 
ture France in this im portant branch of in­ 
dustry. 
Hence B is th at the value of all Cal­ 
ifornia wines has advanced fifty per cent, and 
more withiu the past year, and that Califor­ 
nia grapes have advanced in proportion. 
Hence, also, it is th at there is such a revival 
iu the wine interests generally in this State, 
and th at old vineyards are being enlarged and 
new ones .planted more vigorously this year 
than a t any other time within the past fifteen 
years. 
Hence it is, also, that there is sucha 
call fur grape cuttings of approved kinds of 
grapes this season. For the past ten to fifteen 
years vineyardists have been throwing away 
their cuttings but now they can scarcely supply 
tbe deuiaud. Tbe history of the wine busi­ 
ness has to a certain extent been repeated by 
the raisin business. Ju st as we have le3i*ned 
w hat kinds of grapes to cultivate for raisins 
and how to cure these grapes to make mer­ 
chantable raisins, the ability of other coun­ 
tries to supply the demand has been to a coa- 
slderable extent cut off and our products are 
in demand. 
We are pretty well satisfied that 
w ithin ten years from date California will be 
the principal source of supply of the vine 
products of the U nited States, and within 
ten years more the world will be looking to 
her for both wines and raisins. 
on it r eso u r c es. 
There is a flattering prospect for this in­ 
dustry in our State, and while we would not 
wish to see any undue excitement over it, it 
becomes us to look about for our sources of 
rupply. 
W hile we have broad acres of grain- 
lauds in the valleys that would grow good 
vineyards and make good wines and raisins, 
we have a much larger area of country in tbe 
foothills of our two ranges of mountains that 
Is much better adapted to these industries ; 
and while the valley lands are worth fifty 
to one hundred dollars per acre for grain- 
raising and cultivation in other products, 
and cannot be bought for less than there 
; urns, the lauds in the foothills are worth 
comparatively but little for the uses that the 
valley lauds are worth the most for, and can 
be bought for from one and a quarter dollars 
to five dollars per acre. 
Our resources then 
arc abundant and within the reach of all. 
Iu making a \ ineyard in the foothills money 
would be a gr-at convenience, just as it is in 
starring any other enterprise or undertaking, 
but money can ire dispensed with in making 
a vineyard to a greater extent than in begin­ 
ning most any other agricultural operation. 
The land iu the foothills will cost but little 
aud the balance of the capital may be in­ 
vested iu the shape of labor and persevereuce. 
Ekill will come by experience and observa­ 
tion, and success will follow much sooner 
than it will be looked for if these factors are 
faithfully applied. 


STEEP 
ON THE FABM. 


W e have frequently called the attention cf 
farmers to the practice of keeping sheep on the 
farm as an adjunct to the general farming 
operations. 
W e took occasion a few years 
ago, when sheep were begging for buyers at 
from fifty to seventy-five cents each, to 
advise farmers to buy a few then, and told 
them that it would be hut a few years before 
sheep would be worth more than double what 
they were then offered at. 
Sheep have gone 
up now, hut not more than wool has, and 
except the advantage of the rise in the price 
of sheep, all the advantages are still open to 
the farmer in investing iu sheep. 
The grain 
raiser cannot make a better start toward 
breaking up the one crop plan of his opera­ 
tions than by purchasing a few sheep. 
He 
never will need to lay away any hay for them, 
as! is sir aw will, in (he severest winters we have 
e ver experienced be amply sufficient and good 
enough, together with what grass they can 
gather, to carry them through the winter in 
good condition. 
There is scarcely a wheat- 
farm er iu the Stale that could not keep a 
flock of sheep on his farm with actual advan­ 
tage to his land, and without a cent of out­ 
lay. 
The number should of course be in pro­ 
portion to the size of the farm and other 
circumstances. 
But the idea we wish to con­ 
vey is th at í.-rmers could increase the income 
from their farms without in the least increas­ 
ing their expenses, and the sheep would clean 
their tieids of weeds, and in their place spread 
manure on the soil. 
This proposition must 
be plain to any practical farmer that will give 
it a few moments refl.ction. 
Aside from the 
income from the wool it would be a great item 
in furnishing the farm with fresh m eat When 
paying off tbeir 1 utcher’s bills out of the an­ 
nual income from the wheat crop, farmers are 


generally in the right frame of mind to re. 1- 
lze the m eat view of the case, and if they will 
make a practice of taking these bills down 
from the hook once a m onth and foot them 
up perhaps they may be able to work them­ 
selves up to action in the premises. 
We 
think the examination of these bills will have 
mure influence iu the right direction than 
anything we can say on the subject. 


BREED D?. 


Breeders of domestic animals should make 
it a rule at all times to breed up their stock— 
that is, to keep it on the improvement. 
Ev­ 
ery cross should be for the better. 
This idea 
cau be cirried into practice most certainly 
and economically by the exclusive use of 
thoroughbred sires. 
I t is a well-known rule 
in breeding th at the sire is more potent in es­ 
tablishing the characteristics of the offspring 
than the dam. 
This is more certainly so if 
the eire be a thoroughbred and the dam a 
cold-blooded animal, or part cold-blooded. 
The first cross between a cold-bluod and a 
thoroughbred produces a half breed. 
Some­ 
times these half-breeds have almost all the 
characteristics, apparently, of thoroughbreds, 
and farmers are so well pleased with their 
first effort that, if it be a male, they are in­ 
duced to stop their breeding up right there 
and U3e the half-breed as a sire. 
W e care 
not how fine in appearance a half-breed may 
be, he is after all but a half-breed, and his 
get with a cold-blood can only be a quarter- 
breed. 
W ith such a sire the cold-blooded 
dam is very likely to have the most potency 
in shaping the characteristics of the progeny ; 
so that, in all probability, more will be lost 
in t’.e second cross than has been gained in 
the first. 
On the other hand, a cross of a 
thoroughbred with a half-breed produces a 
three-quarter-hlood, and thus, by continuiu¡ 
to use a thoroughbred sire with the progeny 
of a thoroughbred, the process is continually 
upward, or towards the thoroughbred. Breed 
ers of horses and cattle, if their aim be im­ 
provement, should use only thoroughbred 
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AGRICULTURAL SELECTIONS 


S u g a r-c a n e C u ltu r e.— I t is pleasant to 
note the reviving interest which is manifested 
in various parts of the State in the cultiva­ 
tion of sugar beets and sorghum for the manu­ 
facture of sugar. 
The introduction of any 
new industry or cultivation of any new pro­ 
duct in any of our neighboring counties de­ 
serves the applause and encouragement and 
best wishes of the whole sisterhood, for they 
tend to increase the wealth and resources of 
the entire Commonwealth. But here in Kern 
county the genuine article can be successfully 
cultivated. 
M r. Bernard, the County Treas­ 
urer, lias on exhibition in his office a stalk of 
real sugar-cane about five feet long, which he 
says is equal to the best grown in Louisiana— 
and he ought to know, for he came from that 
State. 
This specimen matured on his place 
in Sumner, from seed obtained in New 
Orleans. 
Mr. Bernard thinks the climate 
and soil of this locality are both favorable, 
and there need be no more trouble attending 
its cultivation than that of corn. 
I t is well 
worth trying more generally, for if successful 
such a [iroduct would make K ern the banner 
county in a respect in which no other could 
compete, and it would enhance the value of 
its land ten fold. .E very farmer should get 
some of the seed and plant it. 
If he put in 
only a half or a quarter of an acre it would 
be a good beginning—would not cost much 
and would determine whether its cultivation 
could be made profitable. 
The cost of a ma­ 
chine or press to crush the cane for the pur­ 
pose of obtaining the syrup or crude sugar, 
M r. B. says, would not cost much. 
One 
might serve for an entire neighborhood,while 
the stalks, after having gone through the 
mill, make excellent fodder for cattle.—[Kern 
Californian. 
How to P rotect B ir d s .—Dr. Brehn of 
Berlin, in a speech made at the Vienna Con­ 
g r e ss, thus answers the "question, 
“ W hat 
measures are to be taken for the protection of 
birds useful to the land culturist?” in a pre­ 
cise manner, referring only to such means as 
promise real success. 
He places as the most 
prominent measures to he adopted, the fol­ 
lowing : 
1. General instruction in the nature and 
influence of native animals and birds. 
2. Promotion of instruction in natural his­ 
tory by the introduction of an exhaustive 
manual of zoology and botany in the eiuca- 
tional course of public and high school. 
3. Promotion of an active interest in the 
efforts of societies for the protection of ani­ 
mals. 
4. Dissemination of useful knowledge in 
this direction, through gratis distribution of 
good books by the Government and societies 
fo r the general weal. 
5. Esj ecialiy tbe distribution of a popular, 
compendious, well-illustrated 
manual and 
hand-book of native animals and plants to all 
foresters, village school-teacher?, rural clergy­ 
men and other persons of local influence. 
0. Establishment of small collections in 
schools for the purpose of object teaching. 
He adds: “ And then, if all schools pos­ 
sess a collection of animals and birds of the 
district, results will be accomplished sur­ 
passing the boldest expectations.” 
First, 
then, after a knowledge of ornithology has 
been acquired, is the protection of the useful 
kinds possible? Then, to induce the winged 
visitors to become localized, habitations must 
be provided for them, not alone in nest bores, 
but i-i trees and hedges and thick underwood, 
which must be cultivated for them if not there 
already. 
S onoma Ocu k ty O piu m .—The culture of 
opium has actually been initiated in our 
valley with success. 
A. V. La Motte two 
years ago obtained the seed of the genuine 
wliite aud black poppy [Papa rar Somn if cram) 
of the Orient, and planted two acres of the 
seed. 
By careful and intelligent experiments 
he readily mastered the art of cultivation 
and incision, and succeeded in producing 
opium beyond all anticipations. 
The soil 
and climate of Sonoma is peculiarly adapted 
to this culture, a sandy or delta soil being 
preferable. 
The seed is sown by drilling, 
and requires no further cultivation. 
The 
p'ant is annual, and produces sixteen capsules 
wheu planted in the fall and four when 
plante I in the spring, according to La 
M otte’s experiment 
He generally preferred 
lateral incision in the unripe c .psules, these 
to be made in the morning and the exuding 
juice gathered in the evening, as the sun will 
evaporate the water, leaving the exudation in 
the form of a resinous substance. 
Specimens 
of the opium thus produced were submitted 
to our inspection, together with the black 
aud white seed. Subm itted to an experienced 
chemist, it contained twenty [>er cent, of 
morphine, but little inert residue, and is of 
superb quality.—[Sonoma Index. 
W h e r e t h e C o l d W a v e s C o m e F r o m .— 
Meteorological observations have now become 
so extended th at evidence is rapidly accumu­ 
lating to enable us to determine positively 
the source of the cold aerial waves which 
sweep across our country during the win­ 
ter sea.on. 
The indications are that we 
owe them to the great area of high barometer 
iu northeastern Siberia, where the pressure 
sometimes exceeds 31.50 inches, and the iem- 
perature falls as low as 76° below zi ro. 
The 
pole of greatest cold is in the neighborhood of 
Yokut-k, on the Lena, where the average 
thermometric reading iu January of 41" be­ 
low zero, and where the severest cold exceeds 
by 10° that experienced by explorers in liigh 
arctic regions. 
This is also the region of the 
highest barometric pressure known in winter; 
and from it, doubtless, proceed the waves of 
intense cold which play so large a part in our 
winter experiences. 
G en er a l A c t iv it t.— In the fanning line 
we have to record general activity among 
fanners throughout the entire valley. 
The 
week has been a very favoiable one for plow­ 
ing and seeding the land. 
In the direction of 
Blanco the fields are covered with team3 
every day, and much land is being turned 
over and seeded that last year was idle. 
W e 
notice that, as a general rule, the farmers are 
putting Into practical effect the motto of the 
Grangers', to “ plow deep,” and in order to 
do this are, in some instances, running as 
many as four horses to a single plow.—[Sa- 
linas Index. 
Y f. km in—P arties wishing to rid their hen- 
ro i ts of vermin should put two ounces of 
sulphuret of carbon in a bottle, leaving it 
open at the mouth, and hang it in tne hen­ 
house. 
The bottle should be refilled at the 
end of eight days. 
This is said to be aa in­ 
fallible remedy. 
C r o p P r o spe c t s.—The condition of the 
crops in this vicinity is exceedingly promis­ 
ing. 
In some few instances grain s wed just 
lieiore the iate heavy rains is said to have 
been injured, hut all the early sown wheat is 
in better condition than at thia period last 
season.—[Amador Times.

SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS. 


A n im a l E l e c t r ic it y . — An im portant 
paper ou th e results of recent researches in 
anim al electricity is published in the N a ­ 
ture. 
T he author, Dr. L. Herm an, states 
th a t the whole of th e electrical [ henomena 
of m uscle and nerve may he readily de­ 
duced from a very few sim ple propositions. 
Irritab le protoplasm responds both to de­ 
structive and excitinc influences by an 
electrom otive sign. 
The altered substance 
takes on a negative poteutial w ith respect 
to the unaltered. 
This, together w ith the 
doctrines of internal transverse polarization 
and of th e polarizational increm ent of ex­ 
citation, appears fully com petent to ex­ 
plain all the facts hitherto observed. 


I n s t r u m e n t 
to D e t e It C o l o r B l in d ­ 


n e s s .—Ile rr H irschbtrg has devised an 
im proved instrum ent for detecting color 
blindness, w hich may be of interest, as the 
incapacity of many employes of railruads, 
steam boats, etc., to distinguish colors is 
attractin g m uch attention in this country. 
H is apparatus is an adaptation of the spec­ 
troscope to the requirem ents of the special 
case. 
The spectroscope contains a fixed 
and a movable collim ator tube, so th a t one 
spectrum can be moved above the other. 
By m eans of a slide in th e eye-piece any 
portion of the double spectrum may be pre­ 
sented to the eye alone, and w ill theu con­ 
stitu te a good object for comparison. 
I n c o m b u s t ib l e a n d I m p e r m e a b l e W o o d. 
M. Folhacci uses th e following preparation : 
Sulphate of zinc 55 lbs, potash 22 lbs, alum 
44 lbs, oxide of manganese 22 lbs, sulphuric 
acid of GO , 22 lbs, w ater 55 lbs. 
All the 
solid ingredients are p ut into a boiler con­ 
taining th e w ater a t 45 G. (113 F.), and 
as so(>u as they are dissolved th e sulphuric 
acid is poured in gradually until the mass 
is com pletely saturated. 
The pieces of 
wood are k ept about five centim eters (1.77 
in.) apart, and after three hours’ boiling 
th ey are dried in th e open air. 
The natural 
appearance of the weod is not changed ; to 
w hatever heat it is subjected, it resists 
combustion, the surface being sim ply cov­ 
ered w ith a thin charred coating w hich is 
easily rubbed off.—[Ann. du Genie Civil. 
A n t is e p t ic 
f o r I n f e c t io u s D is e a s e s. 
Prof. Klebs, of Prague, announces th a t the 
benzoate of soda is the best antiseptic in 
all infectious diseases. 
I t acts, as th e ex- 
j erim euts of the author show, very pow­ 
erfully. 
It is claimed th a t a daily dose of 
from 30 to 50 grammes to a full-grown man 
will render the poison of diphtheria inop­ 
erative. 
The benzoate is prepared by dis­ 
solving crystallized benzoic acid in w ater, 
neutraliziug a t a slight heat w ith a solution 
of caustic soda, drying and then allowing 
the solution to crystallize over sulphuric 
acid under a bell glas3. 
Large doses do 
uot appear to be absolutely necessary. 
Good results may be obtained by the daily 
adm inistration of about 8 grammes. 
T h e C a m p h o r E d d ie s .—If a sm all b it 
of cam phor is laid upon w ater it begins 
turning and moving about w ith great ra­ 
pidity. 
If a few grains of locopodium or 
other light powder have been previously 
scattered on the w ater they are draw n 
tow ards the cam phor by eddies iu an inverse 
direction. 
These phenomena were at first 
observed in 1748 by Hom ier, who a ttrib ­ 
uted them to the difference of electricity 
betw een the w ater and the camphor. Sub­ 
sequent investigators thought they m ight 
be due to the cam phor vapor striking the 
w ater and producing a recoil. 
M. Cessa- 
m ajor has resum ed the study of the ques­ 
tion and adopted the views of Komien. 
Hu instances the following cruciai experi­ 
m ent : A t the same tim e th at the bits of 
cam phor are throw n upon the w ater insert 
a glass rod which has been rubbed with 
flannel; the motion im m ediately stops. If 
the electricity is removed from the rod by 
rubbing it w ith tin-foil, it lessens its power 
of checking the eddies.—[Les Mondes. 
T h e C o l o r in g o f A u t u m n L e a v e s. — 
The green coloring m atter of leaves has 
been recently re-investigated by M. Frem y, 
and his results shed some light on the 
canse of th e coloration of autum n leaves, 
although further study is still necessary to 
accouut for the m anitold brilliant tin ts to 
be found in Am erican autum n foliage. 
M. 
Frem y’s previous studies on chiorophyl 
tended to prove th a t it was not a simple 
coloring m atter, 
b u t composed of tw o 
different substances—a yellow which he 
named Phy lloxanthin and a bluish green 
named Pliyllocyanic acid. 
H is more re­ 
cent investigations have had for their object 
to ascertain in 
w hat conditions 
these 
constituents of chiorophyl exist in the 
organic tissue, w hether m ixed or combine-i, 
suspended in the liquid or united w itn the 
cellular tissue. 
By means of experiments, 
he linda th a t they exist in the leaves as a 
m ere m ixture. 
I t yet remains to ascertain 
w hether the phyllocyanic existed in a free 
state or combined w ith a base or united 
w ith the cellular tissues by a sort of capil­ 
lary affinity. 
Analysis showed the pres­ 
ence of a notable quantity of potassa. 
The green m atter of leaves, then, can be 
considered as a phyllocyauate of pota'-sa, 
mixed w ith phylioxanthin. 
“ It has long 
been know n,” says M. 
Frem y, 
“ th at 
leaves in autum n lose their tiven appear­ 
ance, changing to y *llow, and also give off 
a large portion of th eir alkali. 
Now we 
know th a t this process depends upon the 
decomposition of 
the phyllocyanate of 
pctassa.—[Ex,

N e w Y o r k , Jan u a ry - 9, 1SS0. 
The 1st of January, ju st passed, corrob­ 
orates w hat has been indicated for some 
years—th a t th e custom of calling, in vogue 
here alm ost since th e first Dutch settle­ 
m ent—is declining in this city. 
There 
were, as you m ay suppose, tens of thou­ 
sands of callers; 
w ell-dressed men in 
various grades of life were going on foot 
aud on wneels from noon until m id n ig h t; 
F ilth avenue was so lined w ith carriages 
th a t it seemed as if the whole of the fash­ 
ionable thoroughfare were having a recep­ 
tion ; the residence portion of the town 
wa3 all movem ent, was seething w ith h u ­ 
m anity. 
NEW YEAR 3 CALLING. 
It could hardly be otherw ise in a city 
counting its proper and surrounding popu­ 
lation a t not far from 2,000,000. 
But 
there was a m arked failing-od' num erically 
from last year, and there has been a fall- 
ing-oH for the last fuur vr live years. 
H itherto this has been ascribed to the pre­ 
vailing dullness of trade and the m ental 
despondency resulting therefrom . 
B ut 
this year 
no such 
cause 
can 
he as­ 
signed ; for business has been improving 
ever since the resum ption of specie pay­ 
m ents, and January 1, 1880, was full of 
agreeable memories and radiant anticipa­ 
tions of prosperity. 
C onsequently the 
calls on th a t day should have largely in­ 
creased. 
The souer fact is, however, th at 
they dim inished, and it is entirely proba­ 
ble th a t they will continue to diminish. 
Indeed, it m ay be safely assum ed th at 
New Y ear’s calls are steadily going out of 
fashion here, and for divers reasons. 
One 
of these is th at th e city is too big, th at 
distances are so great th a t it is very diffi­ 
cult for men to visit any num ber of th eir 
female acquaintances, especially when they 
are distributed, as they commonly are, over 
five or six miles of space. 
If they visit a 
few only the rem ainder of their acquaint­ 
ances feel neglected, aud, privately a t 
least, resent the neglect, w hich prom pts 
m any men not to visit a t all. 
Callers are 
by no means sure th at their friends will 
receive, and it is not eucouraging to go to 
three or four houses in succession to find 
carcl-baskets a t the door, especially when 
they m ay have had th e trouble of going 
out of th eir way to visit those particular 
places. 
M en are unable to determ ine 
w hether their friends intend to receive or 
not, because seme of these send out cards 
before Jan u ary 1st, and others do not. 
Failing to call on those th a t have not sent 
cards, the non-senders who do receive are 
h u rt by th e omission, and so unpleasant­ 
ness is occasioned w here there is no intent 
to occasion unpleasantness. 
I t is now 
projicr for men to send th eir cards on New 
Year’s instead of calling, aud it is so much 
easier to do the form er than the latter th at 
it is not strange th at the sending of cards 
steadily gains upon th e calling. 
W ithin a j-car or tw o th e hours for call­ 
ing have been fixed by m any women be­ 
tween 3 and 10 it M., and it is impossible 
for men having m any acquaintances to 
visit all of them in seven hours, however 
brief the visits may be. 
I t is nearly dark 
a t this season a t 5 o'clock, and as m ost 
private dwellings have the num ber on th at 
p art of the front door which stands open, 
it is necessary in the evening to grope one’s 
way up the steps aud discover the num ber, 
which is 
NO SMALL BOTHER, 
Especially as the houses here are, as a rule, 
so very much alike as to be hard to dis­ 
tinguish. 
In addition to all these reasons, 
calling has in the past been so overdone, 
has grown to he so miscellaneous, th a t 
there is a natural reaction from it, and not 
to receive is now more signalized than to 
receive. 
Finally, the condition of the 
streets is usually such on the first of Ja n u ­ 
ary th at any one m ight well be deterred 
from calling. 
W hether a man drive or 
w alk, he cannot readily escape soil, for the 
footway not less than the roadw ay is very 
likely to he covered w ith m ud or slush. 
U nder these dispiriting conditions it is 
probab’c enough th at New Y ear's calls w ill 
regularly dim inish henceforth. W hy should 
they not? 
As the original purpose wa- 
not to visit one’s intim ate friends, bu t to 
keep up social relations interrupted by 
business or other distractions, w ith per­ 
sons found to he pleasant, Jan u ary 1st 
may ere long settle down to that. It seen s 
futile to dash in upon one’s real friends 
and dash out again on th a t day, w ith half 
a dozen nice phrases or idle compliments, 
when one is in the habit on other days of 
paying informal, cordial, extended visits. 
New Y ear’s m ust be eventually left, it 
would seem, to the resum ption of old in­ 
tim acies nearly discontinued by opposing 
circum stances, or of agreeable acquaint­ 
ances which m ight otherw ise appear to 
have been relinquished. 


THE BCCENTKIC COUNT JOHANNES. 
The death of Count Johannes, as he 
called himself, removes one of the greatest 
b u tts and laughing-stocks of the town. For 
near fourteen years he has been notorious 
here. 
E very newspaper paragraphist has 
been in the habit of practicing his w it on 
th e Count, when lie had no other object. 
He 
has 
been 
unsparingly 
and 
over­ 
whelmingly ridiculed in private and public, 
and many people having no knowledge of 
him have been led to believe him a fool. 
H e was far from it. 
A lthough som ething 
of a m ountebank 'of th e unconscious sort, 
he really had considerable intellect, and no 
little scholarship. 
H e was in his youth 
quite a clever actor ; b u t as he got on in 
years, his powers naturally failed, and his 
vanity and egotism, unfortunately for him, 
steadily increased. 
He was persuaded 
th a t he was a genius, aud the comm unity 
in general felt convinced th a t he was an 
ass. 
Betw een the opinion entertained of 
himself and the opinion 
entertained of 
him ythere was of necessity an irreconcil­ 
able conflict. 
H e believed most profound­ 
ly th a t he was not appreciated, and his 
belief strengthened and intensified until he 
became virtually a monomaniac on the 
subject. 
The more he was laughed at, 
the more faith he had in his g rta truss. 
Egotism, in a word, overturned his judg­ 
m ent, never very firm, and converted him 
into an object of contem pt and ridicule. 
H aving no sense of humor, he could not 
comprehend hum or in others. 
W hen peo­ 
ple flouted aud jeered at him, he was con­ 
vinced th a t they envied him. 
He never 
entertained the slightest doubt of his ex­ 
traordinary capabilities; he died w ith the 
self-assurauoe th at his was a gigantic mind. 
The face and figure of the Count were 
know n to m ost New Y orkers. 
His black, 
curly w ig ; h¡3 pale, intense face ; his fan­ 
tastic, though seedy, a ttire ; his melo-dra- 
luatic air and manner, rendered him con­ 
spicuous in the region of the C ity Hall, 
which he greatly frequented, and where, if 
any one should accost him, he w ould talk 
of 
himself 
interm inably. 
H e will be 
missed in th a t quarter, and he will be 
missed by the 
journalistic scribes who 
have for years made him a target for their 
jests. 
Men of the C ount’s type are grow­ 
ing scarce here. 


OTHER FANTASTIC*. 
George Francis Train, who has also been 
disordered by extrem e egotism, has, as he 
says, w ithdraw n from public life. 
H e no 
longer takes p art in afl’airs ; he 110 longer 
w rites cards to the new spapers; 
he no 
longer enacts the character of a charlatan. 
Consequently the press lets him alone. He 
sits every fine day in M adison S q u a re ; 
speaks to those who speak to him, but 
shakes hands w ith nobody, lest lie should 
have, as he phrases it, his vitality draw n 
off. 
He is now playing the role of a re­ 
tired seer. H e vaticinates lugubriously ; he 
is a m odem Cassandra in trousers. 
H e is 
a man of ideas which are and alw ays have 
been m ildewed by the peculiarity of his 
tem peram ent. 
Daniel P ratt, “ the great American trav ­ 
eler,” is, or has been another b utt. 
He is 
a printer by trade, and having been in 
Europe once for a few weeks, he returned 
home and talked so much of w hat he had 
seen abroad th a t he was stam ped by his 
fellow-craitsm en 
w ith 
the above title. 
They m ade a guy of him ; all the ironical 
praise th ey pu t upon him he regarded aa 
sincere, as a trib u te to his achievem ents 
and sagacity. 
He is w ithout mind or com­ 
mon sense, any th a t he m ight prim arily 
have had having been destroyed by satiri­ 
cal flattery. 
H e is really a sort of Joe 


M iller; he lives by vagabondage, being w ill­ 
ing to receive contributions ot any am ount 
from people to whom he introduces himself. 
He is such a bore th a t not a few gladly 
give som ething to get rid of him. 
'Ihe old b u tts, like MacDonald Clarke, 
th e Mad Poet, Stephen H. B ranch and the 
eccentric Boole, have been well-nigh for­ 
gotten, though they were all stock sub­ 
jects for jokes in th eir day. 
Rev. T. De 
\\ itt Tannage is alm ost the only target for 
general com m ent and criticism now left, 
aud the fact of his singularity, in a nu­ 
merical as well as gram m atical sense, may 
account for th e disproportioneil attention 
which he receives. 


ANNA DICKINSON AS A CYNIC. 
A rum or is circulating th a t A nna E. 
Dickinson is to appear a t one of the m etro­ 
politan theaters th is w inter in tw o of her 
new plays. 
I doubt if the rum or has any 
foundation, for she is understood to have 
a very strong prejudice against the city 
theatrically and against its critics. 
You 
know th a t she Lad very ill success whhn 
she appeared on the hoards here, and she 
attrib u ted it to causes independent oi her­ 
self. 
She surely w as not fortunate in her 
m anagem ent or surroundings, b u t her lack 
of dram atic prosperity is unquestionably 
due, in part, to her unfitness fur th e stage. 
This she does not believe, and cannot be 
made to believe. 
She was very anxious to

where and the old w eather-breeders came 
out in full force as prophetic. 
These 
veterans of m any w inters said we m ight 
she talked of it, of herconstitutional d isq u a l-! expect good w eather in M arch, aud th at 
¡(¡cations for the profession, and seeing her ] the rivers would close and stay frozen all 
merely corroborated the opinion they had ¡ winter. 
The w ord was passed round th at 
beforehand. 
Any one who has heard 
her lecture m ight know th a t she could nut 
play acceptably. 
She has not the neces­ 
sary adaptability. 
Even her delivery oil 
the platform is m ostly in monotone. 
The 
tru th is th a t she has too much character 
for a histrionic artist. 
W hatever part she 
may attem p t she cannot help being Anna 
Dickinson. 
H er w ant of dram atic success has been a 
very severe disappointm ent to her, and she 
blames the critics for i t ; they are, in her 
partial judgm ent, combined against her.

seems to hold them in some m anner re­ 
sponsible for her non-success, and they 
cannot placate her fur a w rong which she 
imagine a conspiring world lias done her.

very 
sorry 
to 
learn 
th at 
she is poor. 
She has made a 
great 
deal of 
m oney on the 
rostrum ; 
but 
she ha3 alw ays been very generous and 
charitable, and has taken no heed of to­ 
morrow. She is strong, independent, brave, 
high-m inded, aud it is a pity th a t she 
should shut herself out from sym pathy aud 
friendship because she has not achieved in 
the th eater the success to'w hich she deems 
herself entitled. 
She is som ething b etter 
than a great actress ; she is a tine specimen 
of a true woman, anil her present attitude 
tow ard her friends is totally unw orthy cf 
her and her antecedents.

off and left us to begin the new year in 
Oregon’s norm al condition, which is not 
dry a t this season of the year by any 
means. 


t h e f r e e z e u p . 
Some of the incidents of the freeze up 
will be remembered, among which was the 
freezing of water-pipes, and the m elting of 
snow to secure enough of the fluid for pur­ 
poses of cooking. N ow the scene is changed, 
and 
we have 
bursted water-pipes, and 
m iniature floods console us for the fact th at 
A rclurus left h¡3 gates ajar and let the 
Burean spirits loose. 
There was one m orn­ 
ing, when th e tow n was enveloped by a 
frozen m ist th a t was steam ing from the 
surface of the river, up the streets, pushing 
into the stairw ays of business edifices, 
draping all it touched w ith fanciful frost­ 
work, and turning the bearded pedestrian 
to a pillar of the same. 
And it was L itter 
I cold, to a degree th a t cannot be described 
w ith words, but m ust be felt. 


A CHRISTMAS STORY. 
So C hristm as dawned upon us, and all 
the world was rejoicing, and th e jolliest 
portion of it was wrapped lip w arm ly and 
shooting about under the stars to th e music 
of sleigh-bells. 
L ittle they cared for the 
sorrows of others ; yet scarce any could he 
so hard-hearted as to refuse a tear for the 
sad tale I have to tell. 
I t seems th a t the 
night before 
C hristinas an 
industrious 
man, who w orked a t a furniture establish­ 
m ent here in Portland, h u t whose home 
was over on Sandy, 25 miles away, mado 
C hristm as purchases for his wife aud chil­ 
dren and started hom ew ard afoot. I t was a 
long walk, b ut lie thought it would be more 
comfortable to w alk and keep warm. He did 
not reach home and the next m orning was 
found, w ith all his C hristm as gifts upon, 
him, lying dead in the snow w ithin two 
miles of his home and the w aiting ones. 
W hat a sad C hristm as th a t m ust have 
been. 
H e 
probably 
undertook to go 
through th e woods th e nearest w ay and 
got lost and so perished. 
There is some­ 
thing sadly pathetic at such a death, 
such a desolation as m ust have come over 
the household so suddenly and so terribly 
bereaved. B ut the father died w ith C hrist­ 
mas in his heart, and there m ust be a 
pleasing remembrance in their hearts of 
one whose last act was a thought and deed 
of holiday kindness fur those who w aited 
for him at home. 


THE BLOCKADE. 
Though we have hail w arm rains for a 
week, and pouring floods p art of the tim e, 
the Columbia river rem ains closed ten 
miles below the Cascades. 
Y esterday a 
stc-amer 
w ent 
up 
and 
took 
a 
look 
at 
the 
im pedim ent 
to 
navigation 
and turned about and came back agair. 
The commerce of the upper Columbia has 
come to a stanil-still. 
A t the Dalles over 
a hundred persons were caught by the 
blockade and remained ice-bound as per­ 
m anent boarders. 
The 
m ercury w ent 
down below zero, and the population of 
the whole upper region had hard work to 
keep warm, and the shivering stock had 
hard work of it to keep alive. 
W hen the 
roll-call is hail in the spring the flocks and 
herds w ill count largely among th e dead 
and missing. 
The mail came through 
from the Dalles at last, after quite a sus­ 
pension, being brought down over the 
river trail. 
There is a wagon road clown 
as far as the Cascades, hu t below there is 
only a trail. 
Probably there is no other 
river of its im portance th at is so herm eti­ 
cally closed as the Columbia when we have 
a severe w inter. 
The Sierras are impassa­ 
ble and the Columbia has dug its way 
through for seventy 
miles, leaving no 
shores, and no country, to speak ol, for 
th a t distance, though there are occasiona 
nooks ami corners auil places where m ount­ 
ain stream s debouch, th at have tem pted 
some lover of nature and solitude to sta rt 
a wood-yard w ith adjoining garden spot. 


DOWN THE FROZEN RIVER. 
Once upon a tim e, when I was younger 
anil didn’t stand for trifles, I was caught 
at the Dalles, after a long journey on 
snow-shoes, 
and, 
determ ined to come 
home, I joined a few who adventured to 
m ake th e passage afoot down the river 
surface. 
Sometimes open w ater forced us 
to take the trail, and otherw ise we pushed 
on all day through sleet aud snow, or 
w hatever w eather came, the hundred miles 
to the m outh of Sandy. 
I t was a journey 
to remember, and when I am more gray­ 
headed than I am now I m ay find a 
chim ney-corner to tell it in. 
W inter had 
draped 
th e 
m ountains 
w ith 
fan­ 
tastic 
frost-w ork ; 
where 
stream s 
poured 
over 
precipices 
were 
frozen 
cascades, congealed in shapes th at showed 
the persistent efforts made by the escaping 
w ater. 
W e clim bed one ridge where we 
chopped footsteps in the steep Hill side to 
venture over a hill of difficulty th a t a deer 
had tried tom aintain footirguponand failed, 
for we found it dead a t the foot of the 
ridge. 
I t was a journey fully as won- 
deiful as it was tiresome, and the w intry 
aspect of frozen Columbia is not less 
but 
is far more m ajestic and awe-inspiring than 
the tam e look th a t wild region wears w hen 
spring and sum m er dally w ith its wildness, 
and hide much of i(^ w ith their abundant 
foliage. 
THE COMING RAILROAD. 
The new Railway and Transportation 
Company talk of building a railroad down 
the Columbia, as I have told you. 
The 
N orth Pacific Railroad Company, it is said, 
is to unite w ith the Oregon Steam ship and 
Railroad Company to build the river road, 
or will make some arrangem ent, in course 
of tim e, for m utual use of the road and en­ 
joym ent of the land grant, w hich cannot 
be consummated now, as the land grant to 
the N orthern Pacific Railroad Company is 
made on condition th at the company shall 
use American iron only, and th e iron for 
this road has already b«en bought in Eng­ 
land ; b u t th e intention is to use this fifty- 
six-pound English iron awhile and then 
take it up and 
replace 
it w ith 
the 
regulation American iron, in tim e to com­ 
ply w ith th e law, which will also be as 
soon aa th a t company will be ready to use 
the road. 
By this arrangem ent it is said 
all conflicting interests will be harmonized, 
and there be nothing left for the tw o com­ 
panies to quarrel about. Portland w aits w ith 
anxiety, th a t is fully shared by the whole 
upper country, for the tim e when a rail­ 
road shall cume d o w n 'th e Columbia and 
weaken the force and effect of all future 
ice blockades. 


HOW M ILLIONS ARF. MADE. 
California m illionaires are supposed to 
understand how m atters are m anipulated 
to m ake money, b u t they m ight peril a: g 
take a lesson or tw o from late Oregon 
operations. 
The local history, as told, is 
th a t Mr. V illard came here in the interest 
of Jay Gould and others and bought out 
tho Oregon Steam N avigation Company 
and the Oregon Steam ship Company, and 
the W alla W alla railroad, and those prop­ 
erties gave foundation to the Oregon R ail­ 


way and Transportation Company. 
Bonds 
are issued for six millions to make the pur-' 
chases, probably ; the stock rises to 8117 a 
share, and lo ! presto change! the invest­ 
m ent of brains and sharp m anagem ent 
pans out so well th a t tho six millions 
are 
transform ed 
into 
thirteeen 
m ill­ 
ions 
in 
W all 
street, 
N ew 
York. 
If any of your folks know th a t seven m ill­ 
ions of dollars was ever made easier and 
quicker than that, please drop a line. 
And 
it is »l?o said th a t the m anagers of the 
Oregon Steam Navigation Company, a few 
years ago, turned several millions into their 
own pocket full as easily. 
By some a r­ 
rangem ent, made years ago, the m ajority 
of stock—three-fourths, 
I 
believe— was 
turned over to Jay Cooke, th e Oregon ow n­ 
ers taking railroad stock and bonds in pay­ 
m ent. 
T h at was probably about the tim e 
when Ja y Cooke w as w riting to Oregon— 
as is told— th at he was intending to come 
here in 1877, when the road should be fin­ 
ished. I was show ii the letter where he said 
he confidently believed it would lie finished 
in three years. 
W hen this was anticipated 
the Oregon Steam N avigation Company 
men thought perhaps their tenure of* mo­ 
nopoly v as short, and so ti ey made the 
aforesaid trade, as it is said, w ith Jay 
Cooke. 
W hen he failed and the N orth 
Pacific Railroad Company seemed about 
gone in, they were left w ith only a m inor­ 
ity of the stock, hu t still held the m an­ 
agem ent. 
It seems th a t Ja y Cooke’s assets 
were divided among his creditors, by w hich 
th e Oregon Steam N avigation Company’s 
stock was spread pretty freely over the 
face of the C ontinent. 
Then the Oregon 
owners came to the front, established 
headquarters at Philadelphia, and w ent 
into the Lusiues3 of buying up this three 
m illion of scattered stock, which, it is 
said, they quietly accomplished for about 
6300,000, and lately sold it for the lull 
three million, which is a good story, and I 
tell it to spread abroad a respect for Oregon 
talent. 
A BONANZA. 
The monopoly of th e Columbia river de­ 
pends ou the possession of nineteen miles 
of railroad th a t could probably he built 
for $400,000, and the land is there to build 
more on, thought it don’t lie very con­ 
venient perhaps. 
I t is not a wide guess to 
believe th a t this investm ent of -*100,000 
gives an annual return of four tim es th a t 
am ount. 
I have an idea th a t 61,600 000 
profit is inside the annual net i.irnings of 
the Oregon St- am N avigation Company. 
The W alla W alla railroad is another in­ 
vestm ent th a t is said to pay for itself every 
year, and the ocean steam ers perhaps ilo as 
wel|. 
W ith these properties in hand the 
Oregon Railway and Transportation Com­ 
pany, it would seem, can well afford to 
build railroads w ithout calling for assess­ 
m ents ou stock or borrowing much money. 


TO CONCLUDE, 
I don't sec any tire in living in a rapidly 
developing couutry, and being a corre­ 
spondent for a first- class newsM'.per. where 
one has opportunities for gath ring im por­ 
ta n t information, w ithout relating m atters 
of interest, and those m atters Tire interest­ 
ing as show ing how the “ revival <■; trade” 
and “ boom ot progress” affect the N orth 
Pacific region. 
They tell me th a t th e w heat is smiling 
placidly at the w arm rains, th a t the snow­ 
fall prevented th e freeze from destroying 
the grass, and th a t th e same comes out 
again in good order to be eaten by stock. 
I t remains to be teen if the w inter will 
prove very disastrous to the animal crea­ 
tion.

THE PR0GRS9S OF CIVILIZATION. 
There are two schools amoDg those who 
discuss the progress of civilization. Quo 
of these schools claims too much, aud the 
other a lniits too little. It is true that 
civiliza'!ni ha3 produced very smail im­ 
provements in some re-pacts, hut it is 
equally true that it has produced very 
considerable improvements in other re­ 
spects. Undoubtedly its most marked 
effect has been upon what is called mate­ 
rial progress. In the past century the 
advances made in science have exceeded 
very far those of the preceding five hun­ 
dred years, and the consequent revolutions 
effected in the modes of living and travel­ 
ing and lighting and heating and manu­ 
facturing aud doing business have in the 
aggregate sensibly ameliorated the condi­ 
tion of a large percentage of the inhabit­ 
ants of what are called civilized countries. 
The growth of comfort has been particu­ 
larly great. It is not so very far back to 
the time of Queen Elizabeth, but at that 
time the most wealthy people in Europe 
could only display a thoroughly barbarous 
m ignilicence, while the masses lived in 
such squalor a3 ia now confined to small 
quarters in ourlargest cities. There were no 
carpets, nor bed furniture, nor pillow s, nor 
sheets, nor underclothing such as is worn 
now, nor crockery ware, nor markets, nor 
vegetables. The well-to-do tradesman or 
farmer wore one greasy leathern suit a 
score of years ; went to bed contented on 
a bag of chaff with a round log for a pil­ 
low ; ate from wooden trenchers; strewed 
rashes on the earthen iloor in lieu of car­ 
pets ; lived nine months on salted meats ; 
did without other vegetables than sundry 
salads and halts ; often eschewed chim­ 
neys, and sat .with inflamed eyes under 
blackened rafters, drinking heady beer, all 
through the winter evenings. There was 
even less comfort for the common people. 
They were fed and lodged like hogs. They 
were filthy in their habits, coarse and cal­ 
lous in their tastes, imbruted as to their 
minds. Undoubtedly a great change for 
the better has taken place in the comfort 
of the people, and its extent is not enough 
realized. At the time of Elizabeth, and 
for that matter almost a century later, no 
sovereign prince could have procured the 
conveniences which are to-day within the 
reach of every mechanic who earns 
from §2 50 to -id per day. And it is 
certainly true that through this great in­ 
crease of comfort the masses hare been 
enabled to stimulate their intellectual fac­ 
ulties more than ever before. That the 
intellectual ad.vancemeut of the people has 
not kept pace with the growth of what 
may be called external civilization, is evi­ 
dent ; but it must be remembered how 
very little our ancestors had progressed 
beyond the stage of barbarism when Science 
inaugurated the present era of rajjid 
changes. Tho world to-day is underjroint: 
C3 
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an entirely new experience. 
It has no 
precedents to guide it. It is plunged into 
conditions amid which it grows bewildered, 
and sometimes shows symptoms of losing 
its head. But notwithstanding the nov­ 
elty of the situation it must be re­ 
garded as in the line of healthy 
progress, and though the tendency 
of sudden emancipation 
from long- 
borne yokes 
is 
generally towards 
flighty and extravagant courses, the ulti­ 
mate consequences of making life sweeter, 
easier and more joyful to the many, cannot 
but be w holesome, dust now it seems to 
us that the most useful, because the most 
sobering knowledge that can be imparted 
to the neopie, and especially to the work­ 
ing classes, is the history of the past out 
of which they come, but concerning which 
they are more ignorant than they should 
be. It is the custom of the day for the 
poor to contrast their lot enviously with 
that of the rich. There is no useful lesson 
in this habit, but if they were enabled to 
compare their own condition with that of 
their class a generation -or two ago, they 


vital elements of true civilization. B .tween 
the Fashion ef London, Paris, New York, 
and Sau Francisco, and the Fadiion of 
Ujiji, Unyoro, Fiji, Madagascar or any 
other Btronghcld of Savagism, the differ­ 
ence is merely of degree. 
Our wealthy 
women and girls who spent their lives in 
dressing themselves, in devising new cos­ 
tumes, in worshiping abjectly at the shrine 
of their pagan God, Fashion, are certainly 
not engaged in pursuits one whit more in­ 
tellectual than those which absorb the 
faculties of their sisters upon the Blue 
Nile or the Amazon. Our energetic men 
who toil through all the best years of their 
lives in order that they may gratify the 
barbarous tastes of their wives and daugh­ 
ters ; in order that they may live in larger 
houses, have finer furniture, give more os­ 
tentatious entertainments, outshine their 
neighbors in some way—are not engaged 
in more intellectual pursuits than the 
primitive Bongo or lfinka citizen follows 
when he seeks to surpass his friends by 
building up his fantastic coifi'ure to uuim- 
agined lights with ill-savored plaster, or 
dteks his well-buttered body with an ad­ 
ditional string of plaited grass, with the 
same end in view'.

Rioting continues at I’cs'h, Hungary, and the i would see that the world indeed moves, 
and that demagogues never lie more shame­ 
lessly and wickedly than when they de­ 
clare that the condition of the masses has 
not been improved. 
The poor man to-day can and does live 
more comfortably than the rich man lived 
a century and a half ago. One result of 
these material advances is that the 
masses are enabled to think. Educated 
men often lament the stupidity of the 
common people, and many affect to 
despair of the future because of it; Yet 
here again a candid comparison with the 
past will show that some real gain has 
been effected in the course of time, and 
that popular intelligence lias grown with 
the material growth of the people. Free 
discussion has done this, t or howevercrude 
ami foolish the thoughts of newly enfran­ 
chised minds may be, 
it is im­ 
possible but that they should gather 
strength aud judgment from constant 
friction. The habit of talking freely about 
grave questions engenders a habit of think­ 
ing. Brain growth comes by exercise of 
the cerebral faculties, and so, despite all the 
deadening influences of superstition and 
tradition, ami custom and fashion and 
barbarism, the human mind has slowly- 
worked its way forward, and has gained a 
higher position than it ever occupied be­ 
fore. 
It Í3 true that this is not saying 
much. Indeed it is saying less than many 
people will be apt to imagine, for though 
the human mind has made some little 
progress, it Í3 yet painfully far from the 
goal of even the most moderate ambition. 
The world, however, is not pitieut with 
its own growth. It is continually be­ 
wailing the sluggishness" of civiliza­ 
tion. But modern science should have 
taught it that improvement and growth 
of every kind in Nature are slow ; so slow 
that it is only very recently men have 
begun to realize the vast periods of time 
consumed in these mutations. Civilization 
proceeds more rapidly than natural changes 
because, while the methoSs of Nature are 
constant and unvarying, Man possesses the 
power to assist his own progress in mani­ 
fold ways by exerting his influence upon 
his surroundings, and by employ ing natural 
forces to accomplish his purposes. This is, 
however, true chiefly of material civiliza­ 
tion. The growth of mind is slower, and 
in its phases more akin to the processes of 
Nature. Te a certain extent, as we have 
shown, this increase of physical comforts 
facilitates and encourages intellectual de­ 
velopment, but in other respects this very 
complexity of modern life tends to hamper 
mental grow th, aud by fixing all the ener­ 
gies upon sordid considerations, to blunt 
ar.d stunt the intelligence. 
The proof 
that this is so may be found in 
the most cursory ana’ysis of modern 
society. 
With all its pretensions to intei- 
lectua’ity, its real claims are almost ab­ 
surdly inadequate. The culture of a very 
small sec.ion is made to do duty for the 
whole community. Fashion prescribes the 
splemu iteration of cortan Shibboleths 
B&pposel to indicate familiarity and sym­ 
pathy with Science, Literature and Art. 
But Fashion itself is emphatically and 
hopelessly a product of Barbarism, and in 
so far as it is still the controlling influence 
in society, that society is wanting in some

Thus the complexity of modern civiliza­ 
tion tends to repress mental grow th. The 
frivolities of what may be called merely 
animal rivalry and contention—the same 
kind of rivalry known to the lowest 
savages—are elaborated and expanded in 
these days until they afford employment 
for a lifetime, and countless thousands 
have become so absorbed iu them a3 to 
know no other life. But it is evident that 
in this groove no advancement can be 
found. It is numbing ami paralyzing to 
tho mind. It Í3 brutalizing, though it 
wears the mask of a higher civilization. 
There is no room for thought, for brain 
growth, for spiritual expansion, where the 
exacting idol Fashion holds sway, and un­ 
happily millions pay allegiance to the god­ 
dess who are unaware that they arc her 
faithful subjects. 
There is one fact 
which ought to give pause to the thought­ 
ful. It is, that all important advances 
have been made hitherto by cor.vention- 
breakcrs ; that is to say, by people who 
have refused to follow the beaten paths, 
but have insisted on striking out ways for 
themselves. Herein lies the secret of all 
true progress, aud the key to the problem 
of the slow growth of intelligence. And 
until an advance Ins been reached which 
will break the rule of Fashion, it is perhaps 
useless to anticipate an intellectual renais­ 
sance coiresponding in extent and impor­ 
tance to the Scientific inarch of the present 
time. So far the situation seems to be 
embarrassed by the paradox that with the 
increase r,‘ physical comforts the difficul­ 
ties of earning a sufficiency must grow, 
and that consequently the energies of men 
must be so monopolized by the cares of 
daily business as to leave no room for 
mental development. Coupling this with 
the physiological fact that reproduction is 
endangered by excessive cerebral cultiva­ 
tion, we seem to have reached the perplex­ 
ing conclusion that civilization contains the 
seeds of its own destruction, aud that its 
natural unfolding must at no remote period 
bring about its extinction. But it is rea­ 
sonable to suppose that all the conditions 
of human existence are capable of being 
very greatly changed, and that the devel­ 
opment of that philosophy which is begin­ 
ning now to be adopted may in time pro­ 
duce a revolution even greater than the 
establishment of any great religion lias 
caused in the past. It is conceivable that 
with the growth of Altruism may arise a 
more general inclination to ilo whatever 
can be done towards furthering the inter­ 
ests of the race. The Positivist idea of 
a Religion of Humanity has at least so 
much truth at bottom that a normal 
result of 
the better balancing of 
the physical and intellectual faculties 


Before civilization can make much fur­ 
ther progress it is clear that domestic life 
must be amended iu important respects, 
and above all iu the culinary department. 
The barbarous notion that eating was some­ 
how sinfifl, and that it was unworthy of 
intellectual beings to j ay any attention to 
diet, has come down to us from the misty 
days of religious asceticism. It is physio­ 
logically and morally absurd, for nothing 
can be more certain than tint the temper, 
culture and destiny of human beings de­ 
pend very largely upon wliat tiny eat. 
The reckless use of indigestible food has 
made millions of people unhappy all their 
lives; has produced untold quarrels in 
families ; has led to crime and disease and 
mental and bodily suffering beyond ex­ 
pression. Not to recognize this is to confess 
want of intelligence. Not to act upon the 
knowledge of it is still worse. It is, how­ 
ever, only through the education of women 
tiiat the reform of the kitchen can be es­ 
tablished. They are the natural rulers of 
the household, aud unless they arc taught 
to insist upon wholesome and rational 
methods of cooking, the old pernicious 
habits will be adhered to. It is idle to ex­ 
pect any change for the better from the 
domestic servants. 
They are either 
wedded to old-fashioned ways, or they 
simply know nothing at all about cooking. 
The latter state is perhaps the preferable 
one, since those who know nothing may be 
taught, while those who think they know 
something are generally above learning. 
A great deal of nonsense is talked about 
cooking, from the standpoint that 
women ought to reform the kitchen in or­ 
der the better to manage their husbands. 
In truth it is a question ot hygiene, and 
not of sentiment. Women enjoy good 
health as much as men do, and their own 
health is quite as intimately concerned as 
that of their husbands. Cooking reform 
may be pushed forward through the regular 
educational machinery with more prospect 
o; success thaa in any other way. If col­ 
leges and schools of mechanic arts arc to 
be established for the boys, it is equally 
desirable that schools of cookery should be 
founded for the girls. The utility of the 
latter is quite as plain as that of the former, 
and it is even possible that such schools 
would exercise a greater influence upon the 
civilization of the future than giving the 
boys trades is likely to do.

regard for Humanity as such. Of course 
these are but speculations. Whatever pro­ 
nounced intellectual movement may be in 
store for the race is still in the womb of 
the future, anil the peoples cling to the old 
dull mill-round of sordid pursuits, sordid 
pleasures, sordid imitations and apings of 
culture, which have been familiar from the 
beginning. The very fact, however, that 
modera civilization seems to point toward 
its own extirpation through the methods 
inseparable from its nature, warrants the 
belief that some factors of vital importance 
are yet to be discovered, and that, as the 
tendency of Nature is ever toward the per­ 
fecting of existing types, that tendency 
will be applied here with the usual results. 


CUP. GIRLS. 
An interesting lecture on this extremely 
fascinating topic was delivered the other 
night. 
The lecturer entertained sound 
views upon the desirability of enlarging 
the domestic education of girls, and ex­ 
patiated feelingly upon the hopelessness of 
happiness in homes where the wife begins 
her married life without any knowledge of 
the duties she ought to perform. 
He was 
justly severe upon the frivolous “ accom- 
“ plishments ” w hich 
are 
commonly 
thought to be necessary to the completion 
of a young woman's education, but which 
are so utterly useless from the moment she 
enttrs practical life. While, however, lec­ 
tures on this subject may awaken thought 
in the minds of parents, they are not cal­ 
culated to lead to practical results. 
Evi­ 
dently what is needed is the in­ 
troduction to the educational course 
of instruction in 
domestic 
duties. 
That is a clear and straightforward 
way to rectify the evils complained of, and 
we have just encountered one educational 
institution at least which has attempted 
this revolutionary scheme. We shall not 
give the name of the seminary, because we 
are not writing an advertisement. Suffice 
it to say that it is in Massachusetts. The 
circular that lies before us announces the 
“ Third annual course of Object Lessons in 
Cooking,” and it gives a programme of 
eleven lessons, at each of which either a 
meal or some particular dish is to be cooked 
by the teacher, and then eaten by the pu­ 
pils. For example, the first lesson consists 
of “ Stuffed leg of mutton, Boiled rice, 
“ Masked Potatoes, various modes of pre- 
“ paring cold potatoes, Pineapple Sherbet.” 
Another consists of “ Pioast Beef, Beet 
“ Steak, Celery Soup, Boiled Potatoes, 
“ Vanilla Ice-cream.” A third enters into 
the mysteries of preparations of cold meats, 
another deals with fish and fish balls and 
fish hash, and so forth. It is evident that 
a girl who had gone through the eutire 
course conscientiously could not help learn­ 
ing something about cooking, and that she 
might easily be graduated as an accom­ 
plished cook. Nor is this the only radical 
reform instituted at the seminary in ques­ 
tion. It has also classes in dress-making 
and millinery, where the young idea is 
taught to harmonize colors and material, to 
cultivate taste in dress, and to master the 
economics of those occult trades. When a 
young lady graduates from this advanced 
institution she is supposed to make her own 
spring suit and bonnet, and to cook a sup­ 
per for her friends. It is evident that at

No 
matter what complications may arise, it 
must be regarded as certain that no second 
Electoral Commission will be proposed or 
submitted to. The fact that the Demo­ 
crats will control both branches of Con­ 
gress puts that method of settlement out 
of tiie question. There is, howeter, no 
scheme proposed up to the present time 
which holds out any promise of security, 
or which commands the confidence of 
either party. 
And whatever sanguine 
hopes may have been entertained l.y 
optimist politicians as to the pros­ 
pect 
of a 
smooth and peaceable 
solution, 
must 
molt 
away before 
the evidences afforded in Maine of the in­ 
creasing audacity and unscrupulousness of 
faction. It has already been freely inti­ 
mated that the Garcdon game is one which 
two can play at, and this cannot be re­ 
garded as an idle threat. It Í3 in fact 
apparent that an unusually heated party 
struggle, such as the coming Presidential 
campaign is sure to be, may so intensify 
partisan passion that both sides will be 
prepared to imitate the Maine tactics wher­ 
ever possible, ami that thus the issue of 
the contest may be anarchy ia a number of 
States at once. When once constitutional 
methods have been abandoned or over­ 
stepped, it is difficult to avoid further pro­ 
gress towards disorganization. At such 
times the usurpations committed by one 
party are availed of to justify still more 
daring encroachments by the other, and 
there is nothing to check this rivalry in 
lawlessness until the ultima ratio regum 
is reached, and the hostile factions con­ 
front one another in arms. Tiie most in­ 
sidious evil produced by such cases as that 
of Maine is the familiarity with uncon­ 
stitutional methods which they engender. 
However shocked the intelligent lover of 
orderly government may at the outset be 
by the contemplation of these eases, it is 
impossible that their perpetration should 
not eventually lead him to regard them as 
admissible resorts, at least for his own 
party. Maine is to-day a “ shocking ex- 
“ ample,” and the danger is that the pre­ 
cedent set by her may be followed by other 
States when general excitement has still 
further deadened the popular reverence for 
constitutional methods. 


After a long debate yesterday the Sen­ 
ate voted by a considerable majority to 
send a local bill to tiie San Francisco dele­ 
gation. The opposition which was offered 
to this very reasonable and legitimate pro­ 
position appears to us to have been iu the 
main unjustified. The reference of local 
bills to local delegations has always keen a 
question of parliamentary courtesy, and 
while it presumably secures the interests of 
the locality concerned, it does not deprive 
it of the protection which the entire Senate 
can extend in the case of vicious legisla­ 
tion. As all hills are printed anil furnished 
to every member, all can follow the course 
of proposed measures, and can at need in­ 
terfere to prevent the passage of objection­ 
able laws. In referring local bills to the 
San Francisco delegation the Senate surren­ 
ders no whit of its power over them. 
It can recall them at will, and it can 
pass them or reject them a3 it may seem lit. 
But the relations of Sau Francisco to the 
rest of the State are in some respects 
peculiar. Whatever legislation applies to 
cities of over 100,000 inhabitants, for in­ 
stance, must apply to her, and cannot ap­ 
ply to any other part of California. To 
call this special legislation is to betray 
ignorance of what special legislation means. 
The Constitution expressly prohibits that 
kind of legislation in thirty-two enumer­ 
ated cases, and generally “ in all other 
“ cases where a general law can he made 
“ applicable.” There are, however, many 
cases in which a general law cannot be 
made applicable, and in all of these 
special legislation Í3 unavoidable. 
It 
would, for example, be impracticable to 
pass a general law for the building of 
levees around cities, because there are only 
a few cities which require levees. In 
the same way it would be nonsense to 
call a law general which applied only to 
cities having over 100,000 inhabitants, be­ 
cause there is only one city answering that 
description in the State. It is further de­ 
s rabie that the San Francisco delegation 
should be made to bear its full burden of 
responsibility for whatever bad legislation 
it may propose. To relieve it from that 
would be to afford its members an easy 
escape from the reproaches of their con­ 
stituents, and would take from the latter 
one effective agency for keeping their rep­ 
resentatives within the line of duty. It is 
not possible that the San Francisco delega­ 
tion can secure any inore power or influence 
by having local bills referred to it, and 
altogether it is much better that the exist­ 
ing practice should be respected aud main­ 
tained.

and “ goaheaditiveness” to smoke opium, 
should be made to understand that in do­ 
ing so they are risking their health, and 
very possibly their lives.

THE NEMESIS OF LITERARY PIRACY. 
If an international copyright law is ever 
secured it is probable that it will be urged 
upon Congress by American publishers who 
have found that the absence of such 
a law is a sword that cuts both 
ways. A few days ago we recounted 
the particulars of the piracy of the 
Encyclopedia Britaunica. 
That was a 
case iu which the advantage seemed to lie 
with the American publisher altogether. 
It is not always so, however. For example, 
the three leading English monthlies, the 
Contemporary Review, the Fortnightly Re­ 
view, and the A 'met tent It Century, have been 
republished iu New 7 ork, and so cheaply 
that they are brought within the roach of 
every one. The iirst result of this stroke 
of 
business 
was 
to 
force 
the 
North American and the International 
reviews to issue monthly, 
but it 
is fast becoming apparent that this 
change will not save them. They canuot 
command the literary talent which is at 
the service of the English reviews, and 
they cannot sell at a price which will com­ 
pete with the pirated American editions of 
these publications. They are thus put at 
a fatal disadvantage, both as regards qual­ 
ity and cost, and it is impossible to see 
any way of relief for them. So long as 
the American reader can procure the best 
results of the best minds of Europe for 
twenty cents a month, it is unlikely that 
he will care to spend five times that 
amount upon inferior literature. 
Of 
course, too, this piracy of periodi­ 
cals tends to cut the ground from un­ 
der American authors. When publishers 
can take the products of the most culti­ 
vated brains in Europe for nothing, they 
are not likely to be willing to pay much 
for native work. 
When the publishers 
of American reviews and magazines have 
to compete with pirated English periodicals 
of course they cannot pay high prices for 
original matter. It is, in fact, only the 
thieves who can make anything out of this 
situation. Probably in a little while the 
American reviews will be suspended, and 
there will be no longer any field for Ameri­ 
can writers of the higher class. And then 
people will wonder why literature does not 
thrive in this country, and why we are so 
dependent upon Europe for our ideas.

A FRESNO COUNTY SMALL FARMER TILLS 
OF A WONDERFUL C-ROWTH. 


Nor does it seem probable that Congress 
will be able to come to any agreement 
upon the vital question of the Presidential 
count. Party fears aud hopes and inter­ 
ests are powerful agents in dissuading 
members from urging any n-.easures the 
effect of which may be to deprive them at 
a critical juncture of some tempting oppor­ 
tunity to advance their own cause. If it 
were broadly alleged that neither party 
was willing to forego the possibility of 
employing improper methods to insire 
success, the imputation would probably be 
denied indignantly. Yet it is clear that 
something closely resembling this feeling 
must be at the bottom of the indisposition 
to settle the question which characterizes 
the political leaders on both sides. It cer­ 
tainly cannot he impossible to find a way 
of making the count fairly and surely, 
and it is as certainly the duty of 
Congress to discover and apply this method. 
But though there has been a good deal of 
debate on the question, and though many 
suggestions have been made, there is no in­ 
dication that any one of these finds fai-or 
rin the eyes of either Republicans or Dem­ 
ocrats, and meantime the country is stead­ 
ily drifting towards complications aud 
dangers, the extent of which cannot be es­ 
timated, but the reality of which is ap­ 
parent to all. The last Presidential dis­ 
pute was a warning. It carried the coun­ 
try so near to shipwreck that the escape 
was almost miraculous. No one believes 
that the same feat can be accomplished a 
second time, and every one sees that the 
probability cf a close election is very 
strong. The responsibility which rests upon 
Congress is extremely grave. The time for 
action is passing away rapidly. 
In a 
few months the country will be in the 
threes of another Presidential campaign, 
and with the Maine case before its eyes it 
would be fatuous to expect that it will be 
more than ordinarily guarded in its politi- 


We hope the present Legislature will es­ 
tablish a State Constabulary. It is an 
institution which has long been needei, 
and which nothing else can supply the 
place of. At present there are many coun­ 
ties in the State where crime can be com­ 
mitted with comparative impunity, be­ 
cause the county is too poor to pursue and 
capture the criminal. It is indeed seldom 
that a Sheriff or liis deputies are disposed 
to travel far beyond the boundaries of 
their own couuty iu pursuit of offenders 
against the laws, and one result is that a 
great many crimes, and bometim.es even 
the most atrocious ones, go unpunished. 
A State Constabulary is, therefore, needed 
to police the whole State, to he ready at 
all times to pursue escaped convicts or 
criminals fleeing beyond the bounds ot the 
counties where their crime was committed. 
Such a force would prove of the very 
greatest assistance to the Sheriffs. 
It 
would be specially available against stage 
robbers, and would in a short time doubt­ 
less put an end to that, business altogether. 
Placed under the control of the Executive, 
and superintended by some veteran police or 
other officer, it would add greatly to the 
security of the public, and would certainly 
repay its cost in a short time. The argu­ 
ments in favor of a State Constabulary are 
many and powerful, and in so extensive a 
territory there is much more need for it 
than could exist in a more confined area. 
Such a foice has for many years been es­ 
tablished in Australia and New Zealand, 
and it has been found the only means of 
repressing the bush-rangers, whose facili­ 
ties for rapid change of base have put them 
entirely beyond the reach of local authori­ 
ties. The State Constabulary might easily 
be made to play an important part in a 
scheme of penal reform, moreover, by be­ 
ing charged with the supervision of dis­ 
charged convicts, ami the duty, when 
necessary, of protecting and encouraging 
reformed and industrious members of that 
class. A large force would not be required, 
but it would have to be composed of picked 
men, and all of them should be familiar 
with detective Lusiness. 


THE QUESTION OF KILE AGS. 
Under the Codes members of the Legis­ 
lature were allowed fifteen cents a mile as 
mileage. The new Constitution (Article 
IV., Section 23) provides that “ The mem- 
“ hers of the Legislature shall receive for 
“ their services a per diem and mileage, to 
“ be fixed by law, and paid out of the 
“ public treasury; such per diem shall not

OP FORAGE PLANTS, 
We have the alfalfa in perfection. But 
we also have a half dozeu better ones. 
Years ago I learned that the chief forage 
plant of hot, dry, interior India is a millet 
of immense growth, hearing the ponderous 
botanic name of Pernicillaria spicata. I 
subsequently found that, like wheat, oats 
and other grain long under human control, 
it consists of many varieties, some of gi­ 
gantic growth, some dwarf, some suited to 
growth under condition!) of extreme heat 
and drought, and some of a nature the 
very opposite. Two years ago I obtained 
some seed from the region of greatest dry­ 
ness in that country. I planted it, ami 
but for the fact that thousands who read 
this article will hereafter see its growth 
and verify my statement, I would not give 
a statement of its growth. From a single 
seed a bunch grew 
SEVENTEEN FEET IN IIICHT. 
It contained at time of frost 307 heads, 
including the ripened ones already cut off; 
1 ifi heads matured their seeds. From less 
than tw o ounces of seed I raised over 400 
pounds of seed that ytar. It required 178 
days, from the time of planting, to mature 
the iirst heads, but from that time on they 
were constantly ripening. A bunch of it 
can be grown from a single seed that will 
weigh over 100 pounds at the end of its 
year’s growth. Allowing such a growth 
on each square foot of ground—which is 
possible, as it is 20 feet in hight—and you 
have the enorinious yield of over 2,000 
tons of green feed per acre. For hay it 
should he cut every thirty days, while yet 
in leaf growth, and irrigated if possible 
after each cutting. When so treated the 
yield is so 
ENOUMOrS, 
Compared with our ideas formed from the 
growth of other pflants, that a mere state­ 
ment of it seems to invite doubt and in­ 
credulity, hut with tho old stalks which 
have produced seed still standing in my 
field, and the certainty of producing a 
like crop next year, I send this statement 
out to the world: Fifty tons of hay, or 
2,000 tons cf green feed can be produced 
on an aere of ground. 
Perhaps the 
amount of hay is given too small, but on 
account of the tender juiciness of the 
leaves they dry away more than any other 
plant I ever saw. 
Stock cat it with the utmost avidity ; and 
it shows the most valuable qualities as a for­ 
age plant in the production of flesh, aud also 
butter and milk of superior quality. 
So our small farmer has narrowed bis pas­ 
ture, hay-fieid and grain-field, necessary to 
keep his farm stock, down to an area of 
less than four acres. At the same time he 
has, doubtless, added to his stock a band 
of a half-dozen Angora goals (worth here 
about the same price as sheep), these to 
supply his family with fresli meat occasion­ 
ally, and their hides to make neat and 
useful buggy robes and floor mats. So he 
is now supplied with a home, let us hope 
a residence surrounded by evergreens, 
which grow' so quickly and beautifully on 
our irrigated plains; and lias his fat farm 
animaD, and has a constant family supply 
of butter and milk and meat, and has not 
yet used a quarter of liis twenty acres.

Interesting Information for Intending Im­ 
m igrants, and Statements of 
Plain Facts.

In presenting this series of articles to 
show to people coming iuto our State, and 
others unacquainted with our soil and 
climate, that an improved farm of twenty 
acres here will support a family, and 
enable a man to lay up money besides, I 
must first show what can be successfully 
raised here, its cost and its value. To 
lead a man from the northern Mississippi 
valley to believe that twenty acre3 here 
will equal the average farm there in the 
production of wheat and Indian corn 
would be the grossest deception. Yet I’ve 
often heard just such misrepresentations. 
Another kind of deception is one that the 
new-comer too often practices upon him­ 
self, He comC3, say from southern Illinois, 
where corn, mules and pork are the cash 
products of the country. He is bound to 
make the same succeed here. 
IIE TRIES IT AND FAILS. 
His corn doesn’t yield as it did back in 
“ Egypt;” his hogs require feed during 
the long dry season, and his band of young 
mules, bred with great care and expense, 
cannot be kept except within fences made 
at enormous ccst; so, after losing whatever 
means he began with, he finds, too late, that 
this is not a corn country ; that the “ hog 
men” only can raise pork profitably, at.d 
that they do it by herding immense bands 
of hogs in the foothills, where they fatten 
on acorns and roots while the ground is 
wet, and then driving them to the tules, 
where they fatten on the masses ot inarsh- 
growth cf roots and plants during the dry 
season ; that the country’s supply of horses 
and mules is raised much in the same way 
that hogs are raised, by “ hog men,” or 
“ mule inen,” as the case may be. 
Perhaps the collapsed farmer has tried 
irrigatlT iu his coro, mule and bog farm­ 
ing, so he eonsómiá himself amply compe­ 
tent to jiass judgment Upon that, too. as a 
failure and a humbug.

THE INCREASING USE CF OPIUBI. 
A bill has been introduced to the As­ 
sembly dealing with the vice of opium- 
smoking by penal prohibition. Whether 
such a law will serve the purpose of break­ 
ing up this practice must be considered 
doubtful, since stringent local ordinances 
have hitherto been found insufficient to 
chsck it. It is, however, the fact that the 
opium habit has for some time been extend­ 
ing ia this State, and that in the principal 
cities it has attained really alarming pro­ 
portions. We have been recently informed 
that it has made considerable advances of 
late in Sacramento, and it is well known 
that in San Francisco and other towns it is 
firmly established. It ought to be gener­ 
ally known that this habit is even more 
ruinous to health than drinking, and 
that when it is practiced by youths of 
either sex it is liable 
to under­ 
mine the 
constitution, 
impair 
the 
digestive organs, and plant the seeds of 
life-long disease and misery. It is a habit, 
too, which is alike insidious in its growth, 
and difficult to eradicate. It is far more 
tyrannous and persistent than any other 
craving, if per ha j is we except the inherited 
tendency to alcoholism. The victim of the 
opium-habit becomes thaabject slave of the 
indulgence. He is incapable, after a time, 
of doing anything without the accustomed 
stimulant, and w hen abandoned to its en­ 
joyment he soon ceases to be responsible 
for his actions. As practiced in California 
the use of opium, moreover, brings the 
victim in contact with the most repulsive 
and contaminating forms of Chinese filth 
and disease. The dens in which opium

“ provisions of this Constitution as require

The ques­ 
tion is of no great consequence, but mem­ 
bers who desire to stand well with the 
people must evince some disposition to 
deal tenderly with the contents of the 
State treasury.

QUEER IDEAS

OF LEGISLATION. 
Jay an Assemblyman intro­ 
duced a bill providing that nobody should 
be employed at less than §2 50-a day. That 
was the gist of the proposition, and of 
course it was thrown out, but it serves to 
illustrate a kind of popular ideas which are 
much more prevalent than is commonly 
supposed. The theory of dependence 
upon the State for everything, or, iu other 
words, of paternal government, is not 
American. It was hatched in the nest of 
European Socialism, and it is really the re­ 
sult of ignorance of free institutions. No 
American-born man would ever think of 
such a device as making Government fix 
the rate of wages. The continental So­ 
cialists, however, never having known 
what liberty was, have conceived the most 
erroneous notions of the functions of gov­ 
ernments. Their ambition is to make the 
State do everything for the citizen ; 
find 
him 
work, 
pay him wages, 
regulate his meal hours, prescribe his'diet, 
provide his amusements, dictate his bever­ 
ages, and in short conduct him in leading 
strings all through life. That is the idea 
of Continental Socialism, and that is tho 
doctrine which is relied upon by a great 
many people who nevertheless imagine 
that they are basing their beliefs upon 
American principles. Individual independ­ 
ence is the highest expression of human 
freedom ; and individual independence is 
a3 far as the poles are apart from paternal 
government. All tliat tho State can ami 
must do is to secure a fair field and no 
favor to all the people. That accom­ 
plished, every tub must stand upon its 
own bottom. Men will rise or fall accord­ 
ing to their merits. Wages will be gov­ 
erned by natural laws. The Government 
cannot take the first step in that direction 
without encroaching upon the freedom of 
the citizen.

SEI.E-AITOINTED JUDGES 
In the world, especially iu California. 
Having given this glance at the way not to 
succeed, 1 will now consider the twenty- 
acre farm and what to raise on it. Our 
lands are perfectly level, so that when the 
ditches are once made by the proprietor of 
the colony, a simple furrow will convoy 
water anywhere over a twenty-acre tract. 
Our true home-maker reasons thus : I must 
have four head of cattle, including at least 
two cows—one to be fiesh in milk in the 
autumn and the other in spring. I must 
also have from two to four horses—work 
horses and a saddle horse. What can I 
plant to keep my six or eight head of stock 
iu the best condition on the least possible 
area of land ? If he is not one of the kind 
that already knows it all, he proba­ 
bly reasons somewhat in this wise : 
Portions of India, China and Africa, 
with a light soil and hot, dry cli­ 
mate, represented to be the counterpart of 
what I find here, support the densest pop­ 
ulation on earth. How do they do it ? 
What is their feed for the domestic animals? 
He consults authorities for information. 
He probably among others reads the article 
“ China,” by Dr. Wylie, in the New Amer­ 
ican Cyclopedia. 
He sees there that 
“ millet”is the principalcrop oftliatdenoely 
populated region. 
He soon finds, how­ 
ever, that he is not the first to gather this 
knowledge; that the same “ millet,” so 
long grown in that populous region of an­ 
cient civilization, is now the principal 
grain of our Fresno irrigated small farms, 
where it yields from 40 to over 100 bushels 
per acre ; that it is suited only to a hot, dry 
climate ; that it will give a larger yield on 
poorer land, and with less moisture, than 
any other grain ; that the grain is of the 
greatest value for stock feed ; and when 
ground makes most excellent hot-cakes, 
muffins, etc.; or cooked whole, is an excel­ 
lent substitute for rice. He also finds that 
its near relative, the dhoura, tiie veritable 
“ c o r n o f k g y p t, ” 
Spoken of in the beautiful story of “ Jo­ 
seph and liis Brethren ” in the Old Bible,, 
lias also been brought here and is, by its 
perfect adaptability to our soil and climate, 
vleing with its yield iu ancient Egypt in 
the “ seven years of plenty.” Baker, the 
great African traveler, speaks of this as 
yielding 500 bushels of grain per acre, in 
one season, along the Nile ; and, incredible 
as this may seem, one here can well be­ 
lieve it after seeing a crop of ripe heads 
gathered from the same stalks every thirty 
days from July till frost comes, new 
crops of heads constantly forming on limbs 
growing out of the joints of the stalks, or 
on the top of suckers grow ing up from the 
roots. A few days of examination of what he 
cansee anywhereabont him here, and he re­ 
solves that whatcvir the “ dent corn” may 
be for Illinois, these are certainly better for 
the dry plains of California. When our 
most intelligent seeker after truth, who 
wishes to appiv bis know ledge in the mak­ 
ing of a small farm home here, lias goae 
with me thus far, perhaps he is prepared to 
learn from the men in coarse clothes, doing 
their own work here about their homes, 
how to make a living, a home, aud lay up 
money on a twenty-acrc Fresno farm. If 
so, as one of the number of

He’ll fin 1 me here at work. I'll drop the 
form of description followed so far, and 
coniine mvself to concise statements of 
facts about our county products—such 
facts as I shall be most happy to verify to 
immigrants and others calling on me here, 
w ho may think of making our county their 
horr.e. 
The China corn was introduced by me 
from interior China four years ago. I got 
only a spoonful of seed in a letter. From 
this I sold over 8150 worth of seed. It 
grew on three square rods of ground.

QUESTION. 
Kps. Becord-Umon : I noticed in your 
Thursday’s issue what I considered to be a 
fair aud candid statement of the mining 
del iris question by a citizen of Marysville, 
under the signature of “ Taxpayer.” I 
wish to dissent from the views expressed 
by “ Granger,” as they appear to be more 
iu the form of special pleading by an at­ 
torney than that of a person who seeks to 
redress great public wrongs. “ Granger” 
says that the injury resulting from the 
mining debris is local. I object to any 
such premises being assumed. I would 
ask “ Granger” if the navigation of our 
rivers is local; if the destruction of their 
free navigation is a local question ? Is the 
destruction of our inland commerce also 
local ? Is the reclamation of our swamp 
land local, when not only the State but 
each and every citizen Las a direct interest 
in its reclamation, and also in free naviga­ 
tion and inland commerce ? In my judg­ 
ment the Legislature is the only power 
that possesses the right to act summarily 
on this subject. There is too much "red- 
tape" .at Wash'neton to hope for a sp< > dy 
remedy, though 1 fully indi rse Representa- 
j tive Berry’s hill for relief. If the State has 
notthc right to protect its (vroperty, andalso 
to redress public wrongs and legislate for 
the general welfare, thin Í ihould like to 
ask “ Granger” where that right is vested? 
No statesman or einioent pinst will, I 
think, deny either the right or power of the 
State to control such qucstii/ns. I will 
only say that all the law authorities sup­ 
port this position and also deny the right 
of any individual company or corporation 
to carry on business in such a way as to 
injure or destroy either the rights or prop­ 
erty of other p-ersons. They also declare 
that the destruction or obstruction of navi­ 
gable water is a public wrong—that the de­ 
struction either of commerce or public 
property is a public wrong. It is not alone 
the great valleys which arc threatened, but 
also our inland commerce and State prop­ 
erty. Will any one deny hut that the 
State has the right and power to prvtect 
these interests? All such questions have 
long since been settled by the intervention 
of the State power, and that power has 
been exercised for centuries iu England. 
Who can doubt the right or power of the 
State’s General in Holland to bar out by 
taxation tho wild waves of the North Sea ti> 
save their Fatherland ? Congress assumes 
the rigiit to tax its citizens for the general 
welfare and sometimes when the benefit 
is strictly Deal. 
Hundreds of millions 
have been appropriated by ('ongress for the 
public benefit or welfare in the improve* 
ment of harbors and rivers, also in fortifi­ 
cations, with large grants of lands and sub 
sidies for railway purposes. This has been 
done by Congress when there was no dan­ 
ger to existing public rights. How much 
greater the necessity for legislative action 
when our inland navigation and commerce 
is threatened with destruction by mining 
debris. 
This question is a great State 
question—overshadowing all other ques­ 
tions of State policy or .8*a»te interest. The 
Supreme Court of the United States has 
never expressed any doubt e’tlier as to the 
power or right of Congress to legislate 
upon all such subjects, and also to make 
appropriations for all such purposes. If 
there is any question over which the Legis­ 
lature lias supreme control, it is that of 
legislation for the general welfare of all its 
citizens. Hydraulic miners have no vested 
right to Aiomrait a public wrong. They 
have no vested right to destroy free navi­ 
gation 
or inland commerce. 
They 
also have no vested right to destroy 
State property. The city of Sacramento 
includes within its limits millions of State 
property. I.s this propmty to lie destroyed 
by the present system »f hydraulic min­ 
ing? Has the State no power to intervene 
to save this property from destruction 1 
Must free navigation, inland commerce and 
our railway system b swept away because 
the State is powerles- : That is a problem, 
which I believe it is the duty of the pres­ 
ent Legislature succcsrfu.ly to solve. Nat 
only the vailey of the Sacramento, with it» 
towns and cities, but also that of the San 
Joquain, is imperiled ; the destruction of 
one entails the loss of the other. Is the 
city of Sun Francisro willing to Bever her 
connection with the East overland ? Will 
that great commercial city have no voice 
j in the matter of her eastern and southern 
railway sj'stem. in tho I033 of he.r inland 
commerce and Eastern trade ? Other na­ 
tions, as Well as. other States, have success­ 
fully solved problems by action. I agree 
with the Reuued-Union that it will require 
a general g\stem of drainage and reclama­ 
tion under the supervision of tho State, to 
save our valleys and preserve our inland 
commerce. I also deeply regret that Cali­ 
fornia is the only State that does not pos­ 
sets tho right or power to legislate for the 
general welfare of all its citizens.

Kev. 0. C. W heeler States His View of the 
Chinese Question in California. 
The Assembly chamber was filled fast 
evening to hear the lecture of Rev. O. C. 
W lieeler on the Chinese question. 
Every 
seat on the floor was occupied, and numbers 
stood the whole evening. 
The gallery and 
lobby were crowded to their full capacity. 
The audience manifested the deepest interest, 
and frequently and warm ly applauded the 
speaker. 
Governor Perkins called the meet­ 
ing to order, and Gerard Briggs was chosen 
Secretary. 
G ivernor Perkins, in introducing 
M r. Wheeler, eulogized him highly aud said 
that the vast as-emblage before him spoke in 
language not to be mistaken of the Jeep in­ 
terest taken by the people in the Chinese 
question. 
H e believed th at the people, like 
himself, had resolved th at under no other 
name or garb shall slavery again be permitted 
to desecrate the face of this fair R-puldic. 
The Governor’s remarks were loudly ap­ 
plauded. 
Mr. W heeler being introduced, 
spoke for an hour and tw enty minutes. 
Herewith is given a synopsis of the more 
salient points of his lecture : 
_ In California the public mind has crystal­ 
lized about the idea of getting rid of the Chi­ 
nese. 
This falls short of the vital issue, 
which involves the qnestioa how to prevent 
the coming of the Chinese iu the futute. He 
had studied the Clónese character with fidel­ 
ity on this coxit thirty years, and knew 
whereof be spoke. 
H e had early been inter­ 
ested in the question, and had been the China­ 
man’s friend, anil he remained still the friend 
of the Chinaman, the friend of the Turk, the 
Mussulman, the Teuton and ail others, but 
above all others he was the friend of America, 
and those who come here to become Ameri­ 
cans. 
Of what he had to say of the Chinese 
litre he did not wish applied in full to the 
Chinese in China. 
Over 150,000 Chinese are 
here, and with their coming and going will 
soon blight American labor, and very soon 


f i l l e v e r y s t a t e 
In the Union. 
The number now here is a 
bagatelle to what it m aybe. 
The question is 
national or nothing. 
Nations nm -t obey the 
law of self-protection, or they will and ought 
to perish. 
The citizen’s relation to his house­ 
hold binds him to protect bis family, and 
bids him to allow no one under bis roof who 
wilUpontaminate the members of the house­ 
hold. 
The nation is but a great fam ily; the 
dntv of the Government is to the people as 
th at of the head of a household to its mem­ 
bers. 
The question concerning the proposed 
new members of the family is not, Is he 
wealthy or skillful, but is he fit to be one 
of us. 
Is the Chinese character, as here de­ 
veloped, calculated to purify our systems, 
strengthen our morality, elevate our nation 
or develop our people in any degree ? The 
Chinaman has keen intellect; has clear, fai- 
seeing sagacity and financial ability, and in 
forecasting the result of events, is the peer of 
the best in the land. 
In illustration, he told 
of a Chinese m anufacturer who labels his 
cigars “ The Chinese M ust Go,” in order to 
commend them to the Kearneyites. 


THE CHINAMAN 
Is frugal, paving and patient, and uncom­ 
plaining, under the persecutions of the hood­ 
lum. 
But the Chinaman is untruthful, en­ 
tirely disregards the binding obligations of an 
oatb, except taken by cutting off a chicken’s 
head. 
Deception with him is a fine a r t ; he 
is a thief, the most consummate of thieves 
known to civilization. 
Chinese honesty is 
the kind canonized bv Confucius. 
“ Hon­ 
esty is the best policy,” and no maxim is bet­ 
ter calculated to deceive. 
The Chinese are 
treacher u s; no amount of benefactions, or 
for any length of tim e; no kindness for 
years; a fostering care for a decade, will not 
guarantee fidelity on the part of the China­ 
man—as witness the case of the boy fostered 
for thirteen years in a family in Oakland, 
who, for a sum of money, brained his bene­ 
factors in their beds and escaped, spite all ef­ 
forts at capture, and now, perhaps, lias pro­ 
fessed Christianity and, disguised by growth, 
is serving in some family to repeat bis crimes. 
The Chinese are beastly in habit, and he re­ 
ferred to the Chinatown as proof. 


TnEY a r e law less, 
They are h e artle-; affection isjnot a virtue 
with them, they are utterly heartless to all 
but self, and will undermine the labor of the 
widow workingwoman, and see her and her 
little ones starve, with, on his part, nothing 
but an exultant grin by way of expression. 
Received here with 
unequaled favor, he 
underbids' bis benefactors and sees them 
faint and fall, unmoved. 
The Chinaman is 
an oppressor, a slave owner and slave dealer. 
Governor Perkins was too late in bis state­ 
ment, for we have had slavery here for 
twenty-five years. 
The Chinaman buys and 
sells, as be would dogs, the women of his 
household—sometimes even the mother of his 
own children. 
Of this lie cited examples. 
B rutality was never more brutal, slavery no 
more 
wrong, inhum anity never inore in­ 
human, than with the Chinese. 
“ They look 
upon us as barbarians and laugh ami talk 
among themselves at us as fools for allowing 
them to 
come here and 1 t them dig and 
carry off our gold, and I think they are right. 
They go further and say we dare not make 
an effort to prevent them .” 
They maintain 
their secret tribunals evasive of our laws and 
subversive of constitutional rights. 
They 
are rebellious and obey law only as a force. 


THE QUESTION. 
The question for the nation is, are such 
characteristics desirable in American civiliza­ 
tion ? "l’is said they afford us cheap labor ; 
which is u n tru e; but even if it were true, 
their presence has a tendency to degrade la­ 
bor and pollute morals. 
Cheap labor means 
poor homes and a sinking of the laboring 
classes toward barbarism. 
No nation on 
earth can afford to employ what we call cheap 
labor. 
Reduce wages below a rate enabling 
the laborer to keep his family fairly and give 
his children a decent education and fit them 
for citizens, and you degrade the laborer. 
Sink and impoverish the homes of the people, 
and you sap the life-blood of the nation. 
In 
the independent homes of the people free in­ 
stitutions are nursed and guarded. 
The 
Chinese have no homes here ; they work for a 
wage inadequate for a home above the burrow 
of the ground-squirrel and the rattlesnake. 
They herd and pack together until they pol­ 
lute the atmosphere of the hearts of our cities. 
As you cheapen labor down to the grade of 
the Chinese rate you force the laborer to 


THE LIFE LEVEL 
Of the Chinaman. 
Can the nation afford 
that? W hat a ncople among which to plant 
and cultivate the germs of free institutions! 
Can any m aterial prosperity compensate for 
such a possibility as our laboring classes being 
forced to live on the Chinese plane, measured 
by the Chinese wage ? After a quarter of a 
century of trial they have failed t > assimilate 
iu any particular w ith our system. 
They 
have no claim to come here, and dwell as they 
do, at all to be compared to the claim of other 
foreigners who come among us and become 
of us. 
Tlie history of the Chinese iu the 
Philippine Islands he cited. 
They flocked 
there in vast numbers, and sought to drive 
out the inhabitants under the plea th at they 
wanted to earn a living. 
After long endur­ 
ance they were warned, to go by the Govern­ 
ment, but refusing, 25 000 of them were 
slaughtered in a single massacre. In a second 
massacre a few years later 33,000 were 
killed. 
Still later they sought to seize the 
government of the Spaniards there, when they 
were slain almost tu the last man. The Span­ 
ish commission of inquiry reported th at the 
Chinese undermined and ruined labor, utterly 
failed to assimilate with the people, were un­ 
changeably heathenish, hoarded and carried 
away tln-ir earnings, and gave place to fresh 
hungry hordes. 
This was written 207 years 
ago. 
Three times again were they slaugh­ 
tered and four times they swarmed back, 
and at last they captured the islands, un­ 
dermined all opposition, and now virtually 
hold the Government at their mercy. 
The 
speaker cited the history of the Chinese in 
other lands, and read from the works of 
European statesmen and travelers, and drew 
the conclusion th at Chinese immigration has 
hardly begun, and is capable of. aud will, 
unless history is a deceptive guide, swarm 
over to America, and at last be found here 
in snch hordes as to 


d e f y u s 
Upon our own soil. 
I t is said if America 
cannot stand up against Chinese immigration 
she ought to go to the wall. 
Such a senti­ 
ment concerning, and in judgment of Ameri­ 
can civilization, he utterly abhorred. 
He 
quoted the number of Chinese in China, the 
wages received there ard bore, and claimed 
th at China can better afford to ship millions 
of Chinese here than to maintain them in 
pauperism a t home. 
History shows they 
never give over an effort to colonize a country. 
They ]>ersisted three hundred years in the 
effort to colonize the Philippine Islands, and 
despite laws, decrees, massacres and hangings 
by the thousand un«er royal decree, a t la.-t 
have sucoctded in seizing the country. 
He 
sketched the immigration of Irish, Germans, 
Danes, Swedes and others, and showed how 
thev become of us. pointed out the difference 
between these and the Chinese, and applied 
the result as an answer to the Eastern question 
and sDeer, “ Can’t you compete with these 
miserable Chinamen ?” H e said 


A NEW CHURCH 
Had arisen here, and it had 154.000 members, 
and o rlv 800 at the last election vo'ed against 
this Church of self-protection. 
H e recited 
th at a Chinese express company is bidding 
away the business of the old companies; the 
Chinese banks run the bid for transferring 
gold from California to the East, and now a 
Chinese steamship company is organized th at 
will run off all opposition by people of our 
own race. 
He declared th at we m ust Chris­ 
tianize the Chir.es» or be heathenized by 
them. 
On the best possible evidence he was 
prepared to show th at for every single China­ 


man Christianized in California they had ru­ 
ined and polluted fifty of our own people. 
H e sketched the dangerous example of C hi­ 
nese nnr-es for children—ot their presence 
here. 
The place to Christianize the Chinese 
is iu China, and not in the homesof America. 
As he beliwed in the existence of God, bis 
Maker, be believed th at the Chinese, unless 
soon checked, will sweep over the land, sub­ 
vert our institutions, degrade our laborers, 
command our industries, rule the laud, and 
set up here the shrines of all things foul and 
unclean. 
No nation has ever yet success­ 
fully resisted any real 


SCHEME OF CHINESE COLONIZATION. 
I t remains to be seen if there is auy solution 
for America. 
There is but one effective rem­ 
edy—one which will solve the problem now ; 
th at remedy is to stop the immigration, and 
to modify our treaties to that end, so th at no 
more American ports shall be open to them 
than Chinese ports to u s ; that no greater 
number of I ’hinese shall come here than of 
American citizens who go there, and so that 
no more Chinese shall do business in Ameri­ 
can cities than tiiere are Americans in busi­ 
ness in Chinese cities. 
This plan he declared 
feasible, reasonable and just, and that it 
would receive the indorsement of all civilized 
nations. 
He besought all the people to rest 
not until our Government and our people at 
the E ast are awakened to the dangers threat­ 
ening us. 
A t the conclusion of the address, on motion 
of Assemblyman Tyler, resolutions indorsing 
the lecture and asking for its publication in 
pamphlet form, and its distribution in Con­ 
gress, were passed by a unanimous vote.

M. Odeii and the stockholders of 
the City Railway Company, plaintiffs, filed 
a complaint against the Sacramento City 
R ailw ay 
Company, the Capital Savings 
Bank, W . L. Pritchard, J . II. 
Miller, 
George 
Cowles, 
C. Zimmerman, 
A . J . 
Painter, T. J . Clunie, E . K . Alsip, Peter 
McGraw, J . H . Downer, Johu Doe arid 
Richard Roe, defendants. 


COMPLAINTS AND CHARGES. 
The following is a synopsis of the charges 
and complaints m ade: 
The Sacramento 
City Railway Company was incorporated in 
1870, with a capital stock of 82-50,000, di­ 
vided into shares of the value of §100 each, 
some of which became the property of plain- 
tiifs. 
In 1S77 the company owned 14.05 
acres of land near E ast Park, and a block of 
land between 
F, G, Twenty-eighth and 
Twenty-ninth streets, and tracts 3. 4 and 5 
of W atson’s addition ; also, lot 3 in the 
square bounded by K, L, Tenth and Eleventh 
streets. 
I t also owned the street railways 
throughout the city, 20 cars, 00 head of 
horses and other property. 
In 1870 W . L. 
Pritchard became the owner of a controlling 
interest in the company, and has ever since 
defrauded the defendants and the company. 
In pursuance of a system of fraud be 


PRETENDED TO TRANSFER CERTAIN SHARES OF 
STOCK 
To J . H . Miller, C. Zimmerman, George 
Cowles, A. ,T. Painter, Peter McGraw, E. K. 
Alsip, and Levi Wilson, now deceased, in 
order that they might be eligible to the posi­ 
tion of Directors, and then caused them and 
himself to be elected when neither of them 
held any stock. 
They failed to exercise their 
powers as Directors and allowed Mr. Pritch­ 
ard to use their names. 
Messrs. Pritchard 
& Miller have together colluded and cheated 
the company. 
They caused to be conveyed 
to T. J . Glucie by the company certain 
pieces of the real estate above described, fur 
the Bum of §11,800. 
The transfer was un­ 
authorized by the defendauts aud was fraud­ 
ulently executed. 
The 


MONET WAS NEVER ACCOUNTED FOR 
To the defendants, and was converted to the 
use of the said Pritchard, with the assistance 
of the saiil Miller and Clunie. W. L. Pritch­ 
ard, in November, 1R77, caused to be trans­ 
ferred to himself lot 3, in the block between 
Tenth, Eleventh, lv and L streets, for§7,000, 
and, being at that time a Director, had no 
right to do so, nor was any order made from 
the Directors for the transfer, neither was 
the sum paid to the company. 
H e also sold, 
delivered and c harged to the company about 
50 horses at §400 each, when their value was 
only §100 each, thus making §15,000,* in 
which transaction lie was assisted by J . H. 
Miller. 
They also sold and charged to the 
company grain and feed at 


AN EXTRAVAGANT PRICE. 
Between June 1, 1 S7u. and December 1, 
1879, the company did business to the amount 
of a t least §30,000, but M iller aud Pritchard 
have refused to render any accounts or make 
any dividends. 
In January, 1878, they exe­ 
cuted to J . H . Downer a mortgage signed : 
“ The Sacramento City Railway Company, 
by Edwin K. Alsip, President, and J. H. 
Miller, Secretary,” by which it was intended 
to convey all the street railway in the city, 
also the personal property, knowing that 
Downer was irresponsible. 
This was done to 
enable Pritchard, by a foreclosure of transfer 
of the pretended mortgage to get the absolute 


OWNERSHIP OF THE PROPERTY, 
lie did then procure the Capital Bank’s 
assistance, and Downer assigned the mort­ 
gage to the bank. 
The bank then falsely 
pretended to own the mortgage ami began a 
pretended suit against the company for a 
foreclosure. 
All of the negotiations were 
made without the knowledge or direction of 
the Directors. 
A sham defense was begun, 
but judgment was allowed without an objec­ 
tion from the defense, and ihe mortgage was 
foreclosed. 
No notice of the judgment was 
given to stockholders, nor was any meeting of 
Directors called, or effort made to relieve the 
company from the judgment. 


A BOGUS SALE. 
In pursuance of the decree the property 
was sold December 1, 1879, by the Commis­ 
sioner, Charles N. Post, a clerk in the office 
of Hsymnnd k Allen, the attorneys hired by 
Pritchard to make the sham defense, for a 
merely nominal sum, and a bill of sale was 
given to J . L. Orcutt, through the Capital 
Savings B ark, who now pretends to be the 
owner of the property. 
The sale, however, 
was not genuine, as O rcutt never intended 
ami did not pay any price, and all receipts of 
the transaction are false. 
I t was the method 
adopted by Pritchard to get possession of the 
property, aud he and M iller have continued 
to manage and use the property, devoting the 
proceeds to the benefit of Pritchard. 
They 
have made no reports to the Directors, who 
have not attem pted to exercise auy control 
over the business. 


HEAVY ASSESSMENTS 
W ere levied upon the stock, so as to cause 
stockholders to sell their shares, and such as­ 
sessments were not legally made. 
The pro­ 
ceeds were not used for {he beneSt of the 
company, nor did lie pay assessments on bis 
own stock. 
The plaintiffs 
in 
the case 
requested the Directors to begin suit for the 
recovery of the said sums of money, but met 
witn a refusal. 
Messrs. Clunie, Pritchard 
and O rcutt were also requested to reconvey 
the property, but refused to do so. 
Messrs. 
Pritchard and M iller are injuring the prop­ 
erty by tearing up the roads and making the 
company liable for damages. 


JUDGMENT DEMANDED. 
The plaintiffs demand th at an account be 
had of all receipts, disbursements and trans­ 
fers, th at have been made ; th at the defend­ 
ants, Clunie, Pritchard and Orcutt, be com­ 
pelled to reconvey the property; th at the 
•present Directors be removed and J . H . 
Miller, the Secretary, discharged; th at the 
mortgage and all proceedings in connection 
with it be declared void. 
They also de­ 
mand th at the defendants be restrained 
from managing or interfering with the prop­ 
erty ; that a receiver be appointed to conduct 
the business, pending a decision in the case ; 
that the said Pritchard and Miller be ordered 
to pay the receiver any money due the com­ 
pany, and that defendants also be ordered to 
pay the costs of the suit.

TEE EALLEN MURDER. 


FOURTH 
DAY 
OF TER PRE1IHIRARY 
EXAMINATION. 


A Large Number cf 'Witnesses Examined— 
Conflicting Testim ony—Taking of 
Evidence Closed. 


The examination in the case of The People 
vs. Beveridge and Deinatti was resumed yes­ 
terday morning. 
There was a large attend­ 
ance during the day and much interest was 
manifested ia the case as it approaches its 
close. 
No testimony whatever lias been 
offered or given in the case tending in any 
manner to implicate Dem atti, and the reason 
for his being included as a defendant seems 
as much a mystery to the spectators generally 
as the question of who committed the murder. 
The guilt or innocence of defendant Beveridge 
was very freely discussed by numerous groups 
about the Court-room and vicinity, and it is 
evident th at if the Justice should have any 
difficulty as to his proper action in the pre- 
ini-es be can readily receive timely aid from 
legions by simply intim ating his willingness 
to receive advice in the m atter. 
The r.rst 
witness yesterday was Frank Foster, of Sac­ 
ramento, who was called to sustain the char­ 
acter of defendant Beveridge. 


A. J . VERMILYA 
W as the next v. i*ne.-s, and iu his testimony 
said : I held the inquest, as Coroner, of the 
murdered man Hallen. 
There were some re­ 
marks a t the time of the inquest about bury­ 
ing the body there by the cabin, but Mr. 
Beveridge said no, he would see the body 
taken into to w n ; th at be desired to have a 
Dust mortem held and get the bullet; th at he 
thought the pistol c uld be found th at it was 
shot from, and he also wanted to give this 
man a decent funeral. 
Beveridge brought 
the body to town aud was prescut at the post 
mortem examination. 
The remark was made 
by some one at the inquest advising to burn 
the clothes. 
I t was made by parties outside 
the cabin, but could not say who. 
I took 
down the evidence at the in q u est: Mr. Bev­ 
eridge was the only witness, 
t read it over 
to him and to the jury, aud M r. Beveridge 
said it was correct. 
The remainder of his 
testimony was a repetition of w hat has al­ 
ready been given by other witnesses. 
John Gerber, C. Lages, W illiam Burtels, 
M artin Kesler, A. Grafmiiler and T. Cook, 
were next called and examined to sustain the 
character of defendant. 
N ot all of these showed the necessary 
acquaintance with the general reputation ’of 
defendant in the neighborhood where he 
lives, to come under the rule for competency 
to testify character, aud one of the witnesses 
amused the audience by saying that “ Ven- 
ever yer tou’t hear a man cussed over among 
hee.s neighbors, you rnay think he's coot.” 


J0SE 1T E DEJIATTI, 
One of the defendants, next took the stand. 
He is an Italian, and his testimony was in 
part giren through an interpreter, but a por­ 
tion of the time he could make himself under­ 
stood. 
He testified that he had worked for 
Mr. Monsch for about nine m onths; knew 
about the man buying 500 sheep of Air. 
Beveridge; 
all 
th at the man took had 
Beveridge’s brand on them, and no other 
brand. 
1 know Charley Hallen ; never had 
any trouble with him, and very seldom saw 
him. 
A t this point the attorney for defense 
turned abruptly to his witness and said, 
“ W hat did you kill him for ? ’ To which De­ 
m atti replied, without waiting for his inter­ 
preter, and with unassumed astonishment, 
“ W ho ?” 
Question—Charlie. 
Answer—I 
didn’t 
know as I keeled heim. 
Q.—Didn’t you have anything to do with 
killing him? A .—Who, me? 
Q.—Yes. 
A. (with much pusitiveness and 
surprise)— I no keel heim at all. 
Q —Do you know who did kill him ? A .— 
I don’t know a t all. 
Q,—Did you have anything to do about it ? 
A .—No. sir. 
I don't know anything about 
it. I no keel heim. I no do anything about it. 
A t the close of this answei the witness, ap­ 
parently entirely disgusted with the insinua­ 
tion, as best he could understand its mean­ 
ing through a half-hidden language to him, 
turned himself quickly to one side iu his 
chair, as much as to say, “ The idea of suuli 
a thing!” 
His manner of answers would 
have assured the most skeptical of his tru th ­ 
fulness and innocence of any knowledge nr 
complicity in the crime. 
Iu reference to af­ 
fairs on the day the m urder was discovered, 
witness said : 1 was in Mousch’s stable early 
Saturday morning, and Beveridge, who had 
just returned from looking after Charlie, told 
me to put the two horses in the spring wagon 
as quick as I could, and he helped me. 
Mr. 
Monsch came soon after and took the team, 
and went for a Justice, and M r. Beveridge 
and I went to Hallen'e cabin. 
When we cot 
there I went in and Mr. Beveridge close to­ 
gether. W e looked at Charlie, and I saw the 


HOLE IN HIS HEAD 
Here (pointing to the back of his head). We 
didn’t move anything iu the cabin. 
After 
five or six minutes I went and fended to the 
sheep all day, and M r. Beveridge remained 
wat hing about the cabin. 
Ju st at evening 
we went down home, and Mr. Monsch and I 
afterwards returned and stayed all night at 
the cabin. 
Tu the morning we went home 
again, and Mr. Beveridge came to the cabin 
and stayed till the Coroner came. 
I never 
told Thomas Steel or any one else that it was 
good enough for Hallen th at ke got killed, 
nor that I thought it was a tram p who killed 
him. 
On Friday evening, when Mr. Bev­ 
eridge had been gone all the afternoon for his 
sheep, he came home when we were eating 
supper, and said he didn't know the reason 
why Charley left the sheep alone, ami th at he 
never did so before. 
Said he broke open the 
cabin door to let the dogs out, ami didn’t 
think Charley was inside, for tbe door was 
locked on the outside. 
He said be went to 
his bed and felt of his blankets, but Charley 
was not there. 
ROBERT FINCHER 
Was again called to the stand and said that 
when he was at 1 lonsch’a on Friday morn­ 
ing he saw some horses in the field over the 
lagoon and thought they were mine, but 
when I got upon the hill I saw they were not, 
and turned and went direct to Makee’s. 
[The 
reason for this testimony was that the direc­ 
tion Fincher took from Monsch’a was towards 
Halien’s cabin, which was some tiiree miles 
away in that direction.. Makee’s house was 
in same direction as Fincher’s from .Monsch'.-]. 


MRS. MARTIN MONSCH 
Was recalled, and said th at M r. Fincher 
came to their house ou Friday morning, a lit­ 
tle before 9, and, remaining but a few mo­ 
ments, left in the direction of Halien’s cabin. 
I supposed he was going to get the sheep and 
separate them, as I knew there were sheep in 
the pasture th at belonged to him. 
I saw be 
did not take the sheep, but went over the 
fence, and I did not think any moie about it. 
Should think it was near a quarter of a mile 
to the top of the hill where I last saw him, 
and where he went from there 1 do not know. 
In going to Makee’s the nearest way, he 
would go to nearly where I last saw him, and 
then turn to the left down the other side of 
the lagoon. 
Chinese 8am King was the next witness; 
W ork for Mr. Monsch as a gardener; know 
Kelsey Hobday. 
W hen he was discharged 
by Mr. Monsch he very angry, and came into 
room and stood by stove, and said he make a 
fire and burn up things before he go aw ay ; 
he heap mad cause be be discharged. 


DATID BEVERIDGE, 
Defendant, was then informed th at he could 
make such statem ent to the Court in his own 
behalf as he desired, and upon taking the 
stand detailed at length the circumstances of 
his finding the body and subsrquent connec­ 
tion with the m atter. 
The following are the 
principal points in his statement. 
He said : 
Thursday I was as.-isting Mr. Monsch dip 
sheep all day, and Friday also until about 11 
o’clock ; when we got through Air. Alonsch 
said there was plenty of dip left, and it would 
be a good time for me to dip mine, and I told 
him 1 would go and see if they needed dip­ 
ping; 1 left home about twenty minutes or 
lialf-past 11 o’clock; I walked over to the 
ranch but did not see my sheep, and looked 
around fur them some and then went to the 
cabin and saw it was fastened wi.h a pad­ 
lock ; I then went around to the window and 
looked in and saw the dogs, but could not -ee 
on the bunk, as there was a curtain nailed 
down over the foot, between it and the win­ 
dow ; I did not think anything strange about 


FIND THE DC'GS FASTENED 
In there because he often lift them in the cabin. 
I then went out upon the ranch and looked 
for the sheep. 
When I got out I saw some 
sheep clear over ou Tavener’s range, and 
when 1 got there I found they were mine. 
I 
whistled, and they all gathered around me, 
but I could see nothing of the herder. 
I did 
not drive them home fast, but let them feed 
along; when I got to the cabin it was after 
night. 
It was almost full moon at the time, 
and the moon was up before the sun went 
down. 
I looked over to the cabin when I got 
back t the corral, and I saw the window was 
dark. 
I wondered why Charley hail not got 
home to cook his supper. 
I then went to the 
door and saw it was still locked with the 
padlock, 
I went to where the key was kept, 
but it wa3 not there. 
I t was dark, and I 
looked nowhere else for the key. 
I knew 
where there was a pick laying, which I used 
to keep there for digging post-holes, and I 
took it aud 


PRYED OrEN THE STAPLE 
And opened the door and the dog3 immedi­ 
ately run out. 
I went and put my band 
where the matches were generally kept, but 


did not find any, I felt around by the lamp 
and there was none there. 
I then turned 
around aud felt the bed, peihaps about a foot 
away from the foot of the bunk, and I felt 
the blanket. 
I had thought when I .-aw he 
was not with the sheep, perhaps he had left 
me, but now I was. satisfied that be bad not, 
and I feared be was laying around the creek 
somewhere with the fever and ague. 
I then 
went home, and when I gut t ■ Monsch's I 
was asked by sr-me one there, “ W hat was 
the m atter?” and said, “ I don’t know what's 
the m atter ; I have had a long walk ; I found 
the sheep finally, but did not find Charley,” 
andexpns-ed my opinion th at be must l-e 
sick upon the ranch. 
Air. Alonsch said be 
believed lie would saddle up yet th at night 
and go and look for him. 
I said that 


COULDN’T DO ANY GOOD, 
As he could not see him unless he should 
happen first upon him. 
I got up early the 
next morning and took a cup of coffee, and 
started out for the cabin. 
The night before 
I had tied ihe door of the cabin shut w ith a 
piece of string, and when I came back iu the 
morning I found the door was stiil tied the 
same as 1 had left i: in the evening. 
I went 
ani! pushed the door open, and saw the man 
lying in bed, and ! said, “ Charley,” and be 
did not answer. 
1 then went up and touched 
him on the hip or side. 
He was pretty well 
Covered with the blanket, but was not clear 
covered down on his back. 
1 saw lie was 
dead, and I did not stop to see what W«s the 
m atter, but went right out, and didn’t shut , 
the door, but went to the corral and shut the ! 
gate to keep the sheep in. 
I had opened it 
when I came up, ana only a few had gone 
out. 
I then went home as fast as I could, to 
let them know 
HF. WAS DEAD. 
AVhen I got home I said, “ Joe. hitch up my 
two horses into the spring wagon.” 
I helped 
him to hitch them up. 
Ju st as we got them 
hitched in 1 saw Air. Monsch coming pretty 
fast on his horse. 
I said when he came up, 
“ Have you seen Charley?” 
I said, “ He is 
d e a l!” nod I think he said, “ Yes, 1 know 
th at myself.” 
1 then said, “ W e'will have to 
go and get the Coroner,” and 1 said, “ Had 
he better go, or I,” and I added, “ You bet­ 
ter go, and Joe and 1 will go to the cabin and 
stay there,” -foe and I then went back to 
the cabin, and Jpe lifted the quilt off him, 
and th 's was the first time I had seen how he 
was killed. 
I c uild then see the place on 
his head, where he was killed. 
W e then 
went to the corral, and I got Joe to take 
care of the sheep and I went back to the 
cabin; but as it was raining, and 1 didn't 
want to make a fire in 


WHERE THE DEAD BODY 
Was, I went up and stayed in the shed. 
I 
stayed there that day anil theii went home, 
and Air. Alonsch and Joe weut there and 
stayed all night, and the next morning I 
went to the cabin and met Joe and Air. 
Monsch on the way, and 1 stayed there until 
the Coroner came. 
W hen the Coroner ar­ 
rived he swore the jury ; took my statem ent 
down and read it over to the jury, and they 
signed it. 
Then some one proposed to bury 
the body there by the cabin, and M r. Monsch 
said he didn’t want it buried there, and I 
think the Coroner suggested th at it m ight be 
buried a t the Slough House. 
I said no, I 
would like to see this body taken into Sacra­ 
mento, and the ball which is in his head 
taken o u t; it may lead to finding out the 
pistol th at the ball came from. 
1 then weut 
to the Coroner and told him that I owed him 
a little money ; that I didn't settle up iu full. 
About twelve days before 1 had paid him 
§100, and he said he didn’t want it, aud that 
if I wanted it 
I MIGHT KEEP IT. 
I said I didn’t want i t ; that it belonged to 
him. 
I am pretty confident that he had four 
§20 pieces besides these five twenties, as I 
gave him four twenties before he went up to 
the mountains, and lie had no occasion to 
change any, as 1 furnished everything he 
wanted, and he did not drink. 
W hen 1 paid 
him tlu §80 b fore going to the mountains I 
told him he had better bury it, as it would 
be safer for lii.u than it would he to keep it 
w ith him. 
H e must have had §180 in twenty- 
d' liar pieces, and some small money besides, 
when lie was murdered. 
I supposed, when I 
saw he was kilhtf, that he had been killed for 
his money. 
1 don’t know how he was killed, 
or anything more in relation to the murder. 
/ brought him into the city and had him 
given a decent burial. 
1 think he had enough 
to w arrant his burial. 
He had a saddle and 
a mule th at was left. 
Air. Beveridge also 
stated fully in reference to bis sale of sheep 
to the butcher, etc., but which has been fully 
gii i'ii in the testimony of other witnesses.- 
The defense here dosed its testimony, and 
Dr. G. W. denks, .1. H. Ashv. alt and George 
N. G ray were called in rebuttal. 
A t the 
conclusion of tlmir evidence the testimony 
closed, and the Gourt adjourned until to-day 
at 10 o’clock, when arguments of counsel will 
be* beard, and the result of tlia examination 
will probably be announced.

NEW PUBLICATIONS. 


History of th e Exouen P e o p l e . 
P.} John Richard 
Green, M. A. Vnl 
III. New York : Harper 4i 
Broa. San Francisco : A. L. Bancroft % Co. 
W e have already noticed Mr. Green’s 
shorter “ H istory < f the English Ueople,” 
and briefly the volumes preceding the one 
now before us. 
Mo author is more heartily 
greeted at this table than M r. Green, for he 
is a t once a historian and a practical edu­ 
cator. We know of no one who has com­ 
bined in his historical works so admirably 
the facts of history, w ith the a rt of address­ 
ing the masses of the people, as does Pro­ 
fessor Green. 
I t may be said of him that he 
has popularised the reading of English an­ 
nals that he has furnished the best volumes 
of English history for text-book uses in in­ 
term ediate and high schools, and has given 
the most practical example of the a rt of 
conciseness in history records without strip­ 
ping from them any of their truth, or the in­ 
terest of their romance, pathos or tragedy. 
I t was with exceeding emotions of pleasure 
th at the announcement of more elaborate 
works upon English history from his pen was 
received by all who had read his earlier 
books. 
The man who could so successfully 
lead the youthful reader, awaken his interest 
and enchain his attention, as he did in I.is 
“ Headings from English H istory,” was, we 
felt convinced, equal to a like task with the 
adult iutelligecce for the field of experiment. 
The practiced historical reader will find re­ 
awakened interest in studying Green's history, 
comparatively with llum e, for instance, as 
each one tires the same facts so differently as 
almost to obscure their identity. The radical 
difference between these two is called to the 
attention 
on the 
very opening 
pages, 
and the religious doubts of the one, and 
the positiva right-mindedness of the other, are 
unmistakable, and the rapid passage of the 
first over .the Saxon annals is in strong con 
trast with the patient researches of the latter 
into the springs and sources of English civil­ 
ization. 
The academic and lofty style of the 
éarlier is in striking comparison to the sim­ 
plicity and plainness of the later writer. 
Professor Green is to be classed with the ad­ 
vanced practical writers and thinkers. 
He 
moves with modern thought, not driven by it, 
but is actuated by manifest sympathy with 
enlightened moods of the modern. He writes 
with a respect amounting almost to rever­ 
ence for the past, but does not permit it to 
blind him to tlie truth. 
His work does not 
deal to much with mere events as it does with 
the growth out of events, the m arch to des­ 
tiny ; with comparatively little attention to 
habits and customs and mere incidental life 
details, he grasps the thought of the period 
with which he deals, traces it in all its as­ 
pects, and thinks and reasons with a prac­ 
tical plainness th at at times is almost cold. 
H e cannot be said to write brilliantly, to 
charm by his rhetoric or entrance by schol­ 
arly diction, but he does what is better, he 
interests by plain, compact statem ent and by 
following out with unvarying exactness the 
sentiment and mood of the period of which 
h e tie a ts; he places the reader among the 
people whose history he records, introducing 
him to their thoughts and purposes, and m ak­ 
ing him a partaker, as it were, of that era, 
without for a moment losing sight of the 
present or being led from true lines of judg­ 
ment.

all other efforts of the human intellect, its 
crowning excellence comes only when ma­ 
turity and repose “ offer the occasion for its 
development.” 
I t is one of the chief merits 
of the test of this w riter that at no time does 
he permit his judgment to be carried from its 
basis by enthusiasm. 
He, perhaps, may he 
more properly styled an art historian than an 
art critic, his work partaking more of the 
nature of history than of criticism ; but it is 
by no means lacking in critical character 
force. 
The work should not be classed as a 
full history, however, but rather as an out­ 
line 
of 
the 
growth 
of the 
arts 
in 
America. 
T his 
seems 
to 
have 
been 
the modest aim of the writer, 
and he 
has 
subordinated criticism to 
it. H e 
has 
not 
considered the claims of 
a number of 
prominent American artists resident abroad 
to a place in his record, but, as he apologet­ 
ically suggests, it was necessary to draw the 
line somewhere, and to have discussed the 
productions of American artists away from 
home would have enlarged the scope of the 
work too greatly to have permitted its issu­ 
ance in such a form as to popularize it, and 
this was one aim, evidently, of the produc­ 
tion—to invite reading by those who have 
heretofore given but little time to the consid­ 
eration of art culture.

This is a freely illustrated narrative of the 
travels of fictitious characters in Japan and 
China. 
I t is w ritten for children and con­ 
veys, in simple and interesting text, much in­ 
formation, while the attention is kept and the 
curiosity piqued by sufficient of plot and 
story form to engage the juvenile mind from 
the first to the last page. 
Probably this is 
the first book written from other than a re­ 
ligious standpoint, to convey information to 
the boys ami girls of America concerning the 
lands of curiosity and mystery. 
Mr. Knox's 
descriptive powers are unquestioned—they 
exceed his endeavors in the realm of fiction 
by far, for lie is not nearly so good a story 
teller as he is a descriptive writer. 
However, 
he has sufficient tact to address himself to 
youth in the narrative form, and this with 
more ease and success than we would have 
given him credit for, judging from his pre­ 
vious efforts. 
His book is one which any 
child may read to advantage, and which can­ 
not fail to interest, amuse and instruct. 


“ Practical Taxidermy and Home Decora­ 
tion,” is the title of an octavo volume issued 
by the Orange Judd Company, New York.

§415. Taking out the §270 makes my gain

poads, i n i I have seen 3ome nice fish. 
1 her: 
were almosbó.000 \ o ing fish in ail. 
It was a 
small pond ; I banilv think there is in it the 
eighth of an acre. 
It is at the head of a cold 
spring and the fish were not as large as they 
would have been if the water had been 
w arm er; they will not grow as fast in cold 
as they will in warm water. 
1 have had the 
best growth in the pond when the water got 
up to 88 degrees, which is higher than ordi­ 
nary fish will live in, especially trout. 
I dis­ 
cover that I have got myself into business by 
giving you these articles, in the way of an­ 
swering letters of inqui-y; I received three 
yesterday aud four to-day. 
I think I will 
give some of them with the answers to you as 
sooq as 1 can get time to write theui out.” 


A H a rd T rac k .—At the great six-days’ go- 
as-you-please for men beginning December 
22d in New York, the track used was a hard 
one, and of it the Spirit of the Times says: 
“ The track was tire same as th at used for the 
O'Leary Belt race. 
I t had been used fre­ 
quently since, and, never having been rebuilt, 
was worn as smooth and hard as an asphalt 
floor. 
This hard track aided to break down 
many of the starters, but those who lasted 
until thf. finish of course traveled faster than 
would have been possible on a softer path. It 
was the most remarkable race ever contested 
in ar.y country. 
The remarkable scores are 
due to three causes. 
First, the hardness of 
the track, which stopped many men but 
hastened the survivors. 
Secondly, the num­ 
ber of starters. 
It tw enty or thirty starters 
sift down to six or eight, who travel 450 
miles, a field of sixty-five should naturally 
produce sixteen men who pass the prize limit 
of 450 miles. 
Thirdly, the closeness of the 
race up to the last hour kept the men all the 
while keyed up to the limit of their endur­ 
ance, and compelled them to travel further 
than they would or could unless fairly forced 
to unusual exertion.” 


C orns.—T he Turf, Field and Farm gives 
this advice for the removal of corns from 
horses’ fe et: An ar.imal may be relieved ef 
corns by removing the shoes, paring out all 
exuberant materials th at in any way press 
unoii the sore spots ; then, with a thin, sharp 
draw-knife, pare the corn out until it bleeds; 
then apply a few drops of hydrochloric acid, 
and apply a linseed-raeal poulticp, and iu 
twenty-four hours remove the poultice, care­ 
fully remove whatever devitalized tissue may 
have been occasioned by the use of the acid, 
ánd proceed to dress as before. 
W ith perse­ 
verance this process will eventually remove 
the trouble. 
If it becomes necessary to use 
the animal, the shoo3 must he applied in such 
a manner as not to cause pressure upon the 
sore parts. 
Soaking the feet in warm water 
is very good for corns, as it softens the parts 
and confers relief. 
The springing of the 
knees, sometimes observable, is in conse­ 
quence of the animal trying to gain relief 
from the pain produced by the corns; and 
when they have been overcome, the proba­ 
bility is th at the knees will resume their nor­ 
mal condition. 


A Big R ace.—The tournam ent at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, beginning De­ 
cember 22d, says the Spirit of the Times, 
opens up for the study of those interested in 
such m atters a new and wide field of possi­ 
bilities and probabilities. 
Out of 05 starters 
20 passed 100 miles in the first 24 hours. 
Sixteen persevered unto the end, and their 
several records in even miles were as follows : 
540, 535, 531, 527, 520, 502, 500, 484, 402, 400, 
450, 450, 450. 450 and 450. 
The correctness 
of these records is unquestionable, and it 
should be remembered th at with 05 men 
starting on an eighth of a miie track the 
leaders, in going around and getting by the 
crowd, were obliged to travel each day three 
or four miles further than the distance cred­ 
ited to them. 
Comment on such figures is 
unnecessary.

with scales can hear. 
B ut how if it has no 
scales ? Professor Cope does not say in what 
way scaleless fish hear. 
Perhaps the scaleless 
fish are deaf.

E0M E ADORNMENT AND DOMESTIC ECON­ 
OM Y-ALL AROUND THE HOUSE.

WASHIN3T0N FIFTY YEARS AG 3. 


In those days it was no easy task to 
reach W ashington from distant parts of 
the country, and th e m em bers of Congress 
from those localities used often to leave 
their homes three or four weeks before the 
opening of a session. 
A few performed 
the journey in th eir own carriages, and 
others rode saddle-horses, which they re­ 
tained for their use during the session, and 
then sold. 
B ut a large m ajority of the 
Senators, R epresentatives, correspondents 
and claim ants who came to W ashington 
traveled in the stage-coaches, and there 
was alw ays a great dem and for seats ju st 
before the commencement of a session on 
all the lines which centered a t the m etrop­ 
olis. 
The stage lines which ended at W ashing­ 
ton alw ays had tine team s of horses to run 
in and out of the city, and passengers ar­ 
riving used to be taken a t full speeil up to 
th e door of the hotel which they had pre­ 
viously indicated to their driver, 
flhere 
were half a dozen from w hich to choose, 
bu t the favorite establishm ent was the 
Indian Queen H otel, which occupied the 
site of the present M etropolitan H otel, and 
was designated by a large swinging sign, 
upon which figured Pocahontas, painted in 
glaring colors. The landlord, Jesse Brown, 
who used to come to th e curb-stone to 
“ welcome th e coming guest,” was a native 
of H avre de Grace, who had served his ap­ 
prenticeship to tavern-keeping at H agers­ 
town and in Alexandria. 
A glance a t the 
travelers, as they alighted and were ush­ 
ered by him into the house, would enable 
him m entally to assign each one to a room, 
the advantages of which he would describe 
ere sending its destined occupant there un­ 
der the pilotage of a colored servant. 
W hen the next meal was ready, the newly- 
arrived guest was m et a t the door of the 
dining-room by Mr. Brown, wearing a large 
w hite apron, who escorted him to a seat, 
and then w ent to the head of the table, 
where he carved an d helped the principal 
dish. 
The excellence of this — fish, or 
flesh, or fowl—he would announce, as he 
would invite those seated at the table to 
send up th eir plates for w hat he knew to 
be th eir favorite parts ; and he would also 
invite attention to the dishes on other 
parts of th e table, which were carved anil 
helped by the guests who sat nearest to 
them . 
Those a t th e table th u s knew 
w hat 
was 
before 
them w ithout read­ 
ing 
elaborately 
printed 
bills of 
fare, 
often containing the names of a dozen 
dishes 
th a t have no existence 
except 
in the im agination of the caterer. 
W ashington had th en been called by an 
observing foreigner “ the city of magnifi­ 
cent distances," an appellation which was 
well m erited. 
There was a group of small, 
shabby houses around the navy yard and 
the m arine barracks ; another cluster on 
the river bank, ju st above the arsenal, 
which was to have been th e business center 
of the metropolis ; and Pennsylvania av­ 
enue from the Capitol to Georgetown, w ith 
the streets im m ediately adjacent, was lined 
w ith iiouses, m any of them w ith shops on 
th e ground floor. 
The executive depart­ 
m ents were located in four brick edifices on 
the corners of th e square in the center of 
which was the W hite House. 
Pennsylvania avenue—the Appian W ay 
of our republic—was graded while Jeffer­ 
son was President, at a cost of §14,000 ; 
he personally superintended the planting of 
four rows of Lom bardy poplars along th a t 
portion of it betw een the Capitol and the 
W hite H ouse—a row along each curb-stone 
and tw o equidistant rows in the roadway, 
which was thus divided into three parts, 
like U nter der Linden at Berlin. 
In the 
w inter and spring the drivew ay would 
often be full of mud-holes, some of them 
axle-deep, ®nd some of the cross-streets 
w ould be alm ost impassable beds of red 
clay, 
w orked 
by 
passing 
horses 
and 
wheels into a thick m ortar. 
On one oc­ 
casion, when Mr. W ebster and a friend 
undertook to go to Georgetown in a hack­ 
ney-coach to attend a dinner party, the 
vehicle got stuck in a mud-hole, and the 
driver had to carry his passengers, one at 
a tim e, to the sidew alk, w here they stood 
u ntil th e em pty carriage could be pulled 
out. 
Mr. W ebster, in narrating this inci­ 
dent years afterw ards, used to laugh over 
his fears th a t his bearer would fall beneath 
his w eight and ruin his dress-suit. 
John 
R andolph used to call Pennsylvania avenue 
“ th e great Serbonian bog,” and descant on 
th e dangers of a trip over it, to or from the 
Union H otel a t Georgetown, in th e large 
stage w ith seats on the top called the 
“ Royal George.” 


F ro m F i r s t t o L a s t.— The holiday is­ 
sue of th e R ecord-U nion, as usual, was a 
m onster of a paper, and wa3 filled from 
first to last w ith review and statistical 
m atter of an exceedingly interesting char­ 
acter. 
Its form er efforts in this direction 
were no less than m arvels of enterprise, 
but this last, we think, outrivals in w orth 
all its predecessors.—[Placer H erald.

As your paper 
finds its way, no doubt, to the family cir­ 
cle of m any an anxious and distressed fam ­ 
ily, to w hich the word home has a dear 
and cherished significance—families dis­ 
tressed by poverty and th e m any perplex­ 
ing cares of life, living from day to day 
dependent altogether upon daily labor fur 
sustenance, and th a t even not perm anent 
in its character ; to such, how dear and en­ 
chanting is th e word home, when taken in 
the sense in which we here propose to de­ 
pict it. 
A home ; w hat is it ? 
It is n et a house 
and lot, or a set of rooms w here the occu­ 
pant is a tenant, nor scarcely can such he 
called a home w here the occupant is the 
ow ner in fee. 
A mansion may be con­ 
structed on a piece of terra jirm a tw o hu n ­ 
dred or three hundred feet square, deco­ 
rated, if you please, w ith all m anner of 
flowers, shrubbery and evergreens, having 
beautiful fences and m arble w alks, but such 
is not a home. 
The w ord is an endearing 
one, and produces a keart-heat when we 
u tte r it, and is complex in meaning. 
In 
the days of our fathers home m eant an in ­ 
closure of land w herein th e necessaries of 
life were 
grown, and 
its 
center 
was 
the 
dwelling-house 
w herein 
the 
food 
and raim ent for the body w as prepared— 
wherein the girls were tau g h t to cook, to 
sew, to knit, to spin and weave, while the 
boys were tau g h t all the elem ents of agri­ 
culture aud stock-growing. 
In the opin­ 
ion of your correspondent this is really the 
m eaning of home to-day, w ith a few omis­ 
sions among th e industries of th e house­ 
hold. 
Then a home, as here m eant, is, 
say, 80 or 100 acres of land, having a por­ 
tion of it in a state of cultivation, w ith a 
com fortable 
dwelling-house, 
barn 
and 
stable, and other necessary out-houses, 
w ith chickens, 
hogs, cows and horses 
belonging 
and 
attached thereto, 
w ith 
plenty of 
peach, apple, fig, plum and 
pear 
trees, 
seasoned 
w ith 
a 
few 
grape 
and 
blackberry 
vines 
growing 
thereon, such a place can be called a home. 
A nd right here we wish to say to the home­ 
less poor of California, th at such a place is 
w ithin the reach of every poor man a t the 
head of a family now resident of this State. 
I repeat it, you can get ju st such a habita­ 
tion if you have enough vim in you to get 
up and go after it. 
Of course, you cannot 
get such a place in close proxim ity to the 
great cities of our State, neither can you 
rind them in the densely populated counties. 
You m ust move out more in th e interior 
aud borders of th e State. 
Take any one of 
th e th irty populated counties aud you 
can find vacant land in all of them , 
and 
land, 
too, 
w here, 
by 
prudence 
and 
industry, 
you 
can 
m ake 
for 
yourself a com fortable home. 
If you do 
not know w hich way to sta rt to find land, 
take the road leading north or northw est­ 
erly, aud when you have traveled as far 
as Tehama, Shasta, Siskiyou, Hum boldt, 
Trinit}’, or Modoc counties you will be in 
th e vicinity of some of Uncle Sam 's vacant 
land. 
Do not fall back in despair, and 
wail at hard times. 
Pick up a little m anly 
courage and pu t forth half th e zeal your 
forefathers did, and you w ill soon have 
comfortable homes aud home endearm ents.

Relief for Many Household Grievances. 
The m ost skillful housekeepers are not 
alw ays exem pt from m any annoyances, 
which a t tim es reach over to alm ost every 
departm ent th a t coines under th eir super­ 
vision and control. 
Keeping before their 
m inds a high standard, by which they cle- 
Bire to be guided, they are naturally more 
perplexed and disturbed a t defects, m is­ 
takes, or willful neglect than less conscien­ 
tious women are. Among the m any “ lions 
in the way ” th at m eet young housekeepers 
iu unexpected corners,there are bu t few be­ 
fore which they are so inclined to retreat 
as the injuries and defacem ents of th eir 
household possessions by accidental or care­ 
less stains or injuries. 
Rich glass or choice 
china discolored, stain3 on m arble, ru st on 
silver, or steel-m ildew , fruit stains, or iron- 
inold on Ledding, 
table-linen, or any 
cherished article, disgust and dishearten 
them , when aftcrm any trials and exact ad­ 
herence to directions th ey find they have 
made no progress in renovating the ar­ 
ticles. 
H oping to be of some assistance, 
we have endeavored to collect and bring 
into as sm all a compass as possible some 
remedies for these grievances, but only of­ 
fer those which we have successfully tried 
in sim ilar cases. 
1. Before any spot or stain can be erased, 
it is im portant th a t one should learn the 
nature of w hatever produced the blemish, 
and also th a t of the m aterial injured. 
A nything which, if applied, m ight erase 
a stain from wood or m etal, m ight he in­ 
jurious if applied to cloth. 
T hat which 
would remove the defect from linen m ight 
increase the trouble if used on woolens, or 
have no effect a t all. 
2. Oils, grease, wax, tar, vegetable or 
anim al juices, resinous m atter such as 
piteli or tar, iron and ink spots, art diffi­ 
cu lt to remove completely, but ink aud 
non-m old the m ost so ot all. 
W henever 
much w riting is done in a house and cidl- 
dren have free access 
to the writing- 
desk, 
hooks, 
papers 
and carpet 
are 
m ost likely to bear the m arks of misrule, 
b ut th e injury is not irreparable. 
3. A weak solution of oxalic acid applied 
w ith a brush w ith great care will remove 
the ink from books or papers, and in no 
wise injure them , or if ink is spilled on 
linen, cotton, or any w hite goods, oxalic 
acid will remove it, unless dried in and of 
long standing. 
In th at case, equal quanti­ 
ties of m uriatic acid and tin-salt will re­ 
move it, b u t both these preparations are 
poisonous, and should be carefully labeled 
and kept out of the reach of children or 
careless servants. 
Delicate colors would 
he destroyed by these preparations. 
Ask 
the druggist for a weak solution of pyro­ 
phosphate of soda, dip a brush in it and 
caretully 
w et the iuk spot, and after 
several trials it will remove ink from del­ 
icate colors w ithout injuring the goods. 
W ash or sponge w ith clear w ater. 
4. B ut none of these things can be used 
safely on carpets or woolen goods. 
If ink 
is spilled on a carpet or woolen article it 
should be attended to at once, while still 
w et if possible, and then is very easily re­ 
moved. 
Take clean blotting-paper or cot­ 
ton batting, aud gently sop up all the iuk 
th a t has not soaked in. 
Then pour a little 
sw eet m ilk on th e spot, and soak it up 
from the carpet w ith fresh cotton batting. 
I t will need to be renewed tw o or three 
tim es, fresh m ilk and cotton being used 
each time, and the spot will disappear. 
Then wash the spot w ith clean soapsuds, 
and rub dry w ith a clean cloth. 
If the ink 
has been allowed to dry in, th e m ilk m ust 
remain longer, and be repeated many times. 
5. Bronzes require no cleaning, if kept 
uninjured, except careful dusting, so th a t 
no du st shall settle to m ar the b eautj of 
the design. 
B ut if they unfortunately are 
greased or spotted, wash w ith warm soap­ 
suds made quite strong w ith soap ; then 
gently rub anil thoroughly dry. 
If by ac­ 
cident or carelessness the bronze is rusted 
and defaced beyond the power of soap and 
w ater to remove, the only safe way is to 
have it rebronzed, which, near a city, is 
not a difficult thing. 
G. If m arble is smoked or soiled, either 
by bitum inious coal or too free use of 
kindling wood, Spanish w hiting, w ith a 
piece of washing soda, rubbed together, 
and w et w ith only enough w ater to moisten 
and m ake it into a paste, w ill remove the 
grease and smoke. 
Dip a piece of flannel 
in this preparation, and rub th e spots 
while the paste is quite moist. 
Leave the 
paste on for hours, and, if need be. remove 
it and renew w ith fresh paste. 
W hen the 
spots disappear, wash th e place w ith clean 
hot soap-suds, wipe dry, and polish w ith 
chamois-skin. 
* 7 . If oil or grease has been spilled cn 
marble or stone, get fuller’s-earth, or* pipe­ 
clay, well dried and finely pulverized, 
make it into a th in paste w ith strong lye, 
put it quite thick over t ie spot, aud p'ace 
a w arm —not too hot—flat-iron 
on th e 
paste until quite dry, then wash it off, and 
if tbe stain has not entireiy disappeared, 
apply the paste and tb e w arm iron cnee or 
tw ice more. 
One application, washed ofi 
w ith strong soap-suds quite hot, is usually 
sufficient, unless the stain is of long staml- 


ing and has soaked in. 
In th a t case it 
may require to be applied tw o or three 
times. 
8. Oil m arks on wall-paper, or the m arks 
where incousiderate people rest th eir heads, 
are a sore grief to good housekeepers, bu t 
th ey can be removed w ithout much trouble. 
Take pipe-clay or fuller’s-earth, aud make 
into a paste, about as thick as rich ■cream, 
w ith cold w ater ; lay it on the stain gently, 
w ith o u t rubbing it in ; 
leave it ou all 
night. 
I t will be dry by morning, when it 
can be brushed off, aud unless au old stain, 
the grease spot w ill have disappeared. 
If 
old, renew the application. 
9. G rease on a carpet, if not of long 
standing, can be reaaily disposed of by 
washing th e spot w ith hot soap-suds and 
borax—half an ounce of borax to a gallon 
of w ater. 
Use a clean cloth to wash it 
w ith, rinse in warm w ater, and w ipe dry. 
10. If sperm aceti is dropped on any gar­ 
m ent or furniture, first caretully scrape off 
all th a t can be removed w ith o u t injury to 
the m a te ria l; then lay brow n paper over 
th e spot, or a piece of blotting-paper, and 
pu t a warm iron on the paper u n til the oil 
shows through. 
Continue to renew’ the 
paper and apply the warm iron until the 
paper shows no more oil. 
11. Snots on furniture, from anything 
hot or from alcohol, can be removed by 
rubbing hard w ith sw’eet oil and tu rp en ­ 
tine. 
W hen the spots disappear, wash 
w ith m ilk-w arm soap3uds, dry quickly, 
and polish by rubbing briskly w ith chamois- 
skin. 
12. W hen velvet has been w et and be­ 
comes spotted, hold the wrong side over 
steam , aud while dam p draw th e wrong 
side quickly over a warm iron. 
I t takes 
tw o to do this w ell—one to hold the bot­ 
tom of th e iron upw ard, aud th e second to 
draw the velvet across it. 
13. P aint, pitch or ta r can be removed 
from cloth or wood by rubbing it w ith tur- 
peutine. 
If the paint has become dry, put 
a few’ drops of the turpentine on the spot 
and let it stand a short tim e ; then rub the 
spot, aud if all th e paint is not removed, 
repeat the work. 
W hen entirely gone, rub 
off w ith alcohol. 
14. P ain t and p u tty can be taken off 
glass by w etting the g ’a9s several tim es 
w ith a strong solution of soda. 
W et the 
glass often w ith it till the spots soften and 
can be w ashed off, aud then polish w ith al­ 
cohol. 
15. Ivory th a t has been spotted, or has 
grown yellow, can lie made as clear and 
fresh as new by rubbing w ith fine sand­ 
paper and then polishing w ith finely-pow­ 
dered pum ice-stone. 
ltj. M arble can be nicely cleaned in th e 
following m anner : Pulverize a little blue- 
stone, and m ix w ith four ounces of w h itin g ; 
add to these four ounces of soft 3oap aud 
one ounce of soda dissolved in a very little 
w ater. 
Boil th is preparation over a slow 
fire fifteen m inutes, stirring all the tim e. 
Lay it on th e m arble while hot, w ith a clean 
brush. 
L et it rem ain half an hour ; then 
wash off in clean suds, wipe dry, and pol­ 
ish by quick rubbing. 
17. Grease can be removed from stone 
steps or passages by pouring on it strong 
soda w ater boiling h o t; then m ake fuller's- 
earth into a th in paste w ith boiling w a te r; 
spread it over the stain or spot, and let it 
remain all night. 
If the grease has soaked 
and dried in, it m ay be necessary to repeat 
this for tw o or three nights, scrubbing it 
oft’ each m orning w ith strong soap-suds 
aud lye. 
W hen houses are under repair 
and being painted, it is im portant th a t one 
should keep w atch for such oil spots, a3 
painters are not ovcrcareful in handliug 
th eir oils, and such spots are very annoy­ 
ing. 
IS. If ink has been spilled over rose­ 
wood or mahogany furniture, half a tea­ 
spoonful of oil of vitroil in a table-spoon­ 
ful of w ater, applied w ith a feather, will 
quickly rem ove it.—[Mrs. H . W . Beecher.

A Discovery In Colusa of the Fire-proof 
M aterial. 
A correspondent, writing from Maxwell, 
Cal., to the R e c o rd -U n io s, says: 
The an­ 
cient amianthus, or asbestos, is being un­ 
earthed in large quantities near W ilbur’s 
Springs, in the western part of Colusa county. 
I t is of the gray variety, has a very good 
fiber, and improves fast in quality as the}’ get 
further from the surface. 
Should this prove 
to be a very extensive body of the rare and 
valuable mineral, it is a rich find, and will 
prove a great benefit to this coast, for we 
need it here as much as anywhere. 
For the 
benefit of those who may not be familiar with 
this strange formation, we would state that it 
is a fibrous, fire-proof mineral, capable of 
being spun and woven into cloth, very useful 
for firemen, as the material, though much 
like cotton, is emphatically incombustible.

REPORT OK THE COMMITTEE ON ELECTIONS. 
Boston, January 16th.—The Herald ¡$ Augusta 
special says: The Senate and House m et at 9 a. M. 
In the House the first business taken up was the 
report of the Committee on Elections, declaring 
Wm. Murray, Fusior.ist, of Vassaboro, entitled to a 
seat, instead of Rev. Dr. Nathaniel Butler, Repub­ 
lican. The report- was accepted, hut consideration 
was moved because Perry, of Camden, wished a full 
explanation of the case. 
Dickey, from th at committee, stated that nocheck 
list was used in the election ; th at notice of the 
m eeting was not legal; th at one of the Assessors 
passed the ballot-box out of doors to allow a sick 
man in a carriage to vote, and th at there were 
sundry other reasons why thO action was not legal. 
A motion to reconsider failed, and Murray was 
escorted to the Executive chamber to take the oath. 
M urray’s admission brings the num ber of the 
House present up to 77, according to the count of 
the tellers. 
THE GOVERNORSHIP. 
The House voted to send the names of Jos. L. 
Sm ith and Alonzo Garcelon to the Senate. 
The 
num ber of votes was 70. 
The report of the Committee on Gubernatorial 
Votes having been read and accepted in the Senate, 
it was sent to the House, where similar action was 


taken. 
Dickey of Fort Kent moved to suspend the rules, 
so th at the House m ight fix a time for the choice of 
four candidates for Governor, to be sent up to be 
voted for in the Senate. 
The motion was carried, and on motion of Spring­ 
field, an order was adopted fixing the time at 11:15. 
Inglass of Wiscasset thought the action utiad- 
visable, so long as there was a doubt of the legality 
of the House. 
He believed such action ought to be 
deferred. 
Plaisted of Lincoln took the opposite view. He 
viewed the situation, and believed the time had 
come for immediate action. 
He made a severe at­ 
tack upon General Chamberlain for declining to 
recognize Lanison as acting Governor, and held the 
General responsible for the present condition of af­ 


fairs. 
At the conclusion of Plaisted's remarks, which 
extended part the tim e set for the choice of candi­ 
dates, and during which he declared himself resolved 
to stand by the legality of this House so long as a 
drop of blood remained in his veins—a sentim ent 
which was loudly applauded—McLaughlin of Carmel, 
by general consent, made a brief speech, indorsing 


his views. 
Swan of Minot moved, and the House ordered, 
th at a committee of five be appointed to receive, 
so rt and conut the votes for the candidates to be 
sent to the Senate, and the Speaker appointed a 
committee, who at once proceeded to their duty. 
The names of Joseph L. Smith and Alonzo Oar- 
cclon were the only ones printed on the ballots and 
the report of the committee showed th at Smith and 
Garcelon had 70 votes. 
The announcement was greeted with applause, 
and the report of the committee was adopted. 
The Senate unanimously elected Smith Governor, 


he receiving eighteen votes. 
CHAMBERLAIN TO BE RELIEVED OP HIS COM­ 


MAND. 
* B o s t o n , January 18th. - An A ugusta special says: 
It is r. ported on good authority th at an Executive 
order has been prepared, relieving General Cham­ 
berlain from his command. 
The order will be 
served this afternoon. The General has as yet no 
intim ation to th at effect. 
ASOTHER ACCOUNT OK THE ELECTION. 
Augusta, January 16th.—At 11:50 the House sent 
a message to the Senate, informing it that Josesph 
L. Smith and Alonzo Garcelon had been elected. 
it was moved to receive the message anil proceed to 
vote. Senator Strickland rem arked th at ibis was a 
legally constituted body, in his belief, bu t should 
th e proposed action be proved illegal, he wished it 
understood th at it would bind 110 one. 
He was in 
favor of a peaceful solution of the difficulty, and was 
not in favor of resistance. 
A committee was appointed to reeeive, sort and 
count the votes for Governor. 
The vote resulted ill the unanimous choice of 
Joseph L. Smith, IS votes being east. 
Smith will be inaugurated this afternoon. 
A good deal of feeling was manifested. 
THE NEW GOVERNOR. 
Although Smith has been chosen Governor, he 
will not ¡-sue any orders that will conflict with the 
position of General Chamberlain. 
He is not a rash 
man, and will see to it that his position is fully sus­ 
tained by the Courts before proceeding to action. 
H e will await the decision of the Courts on the 
questions before them before taking a single step 
th a t will interfere w ith the orders of General Cham­ 


berlain. 
Smith will not be recognized as Governor by Gen­ 


eral Chamberlain. 


SUGGESTION TO CONGRESS. 
Augusta, January 16th.—In the first proceedings 
of the Senate Hobson presented a resolution recit­ 
ing : “ It is the duty of Congress to restrict the ai>- 
puinting power by placing the election of Post­ 
m asters in the hands of the people, and placing the 
apiw intm ent of other Government officers with the 
Legislatures of the several States where the officers 
are located, and take such other immediate action 
as may be necessary to prevent the use of money in 
elections, 
prevent 
intimidation 
and secure to 
every person the unrestricted right and privilege of 
expressing his opinion at tho ballot-box without 
fear, molestation or bribery." 
SMITH SURPRISED— HIS VIEWS. 
Boston, January l« th .—A nother Augusta special 
to the H erald states iliat the action of the Legisla­ 
tu re was a surprise to Smith, w ho in an interview 
expressed his opinion th at the election would not 
take place to-day. He felt plainly the gravity of 
the situation, and, while he has an ambition to be 
Governor of Maine, he wants to be a constitution­ 
ally-chosen one, and will discountenance ail precip­ 
itate action. 
He evidently would have preferred to 
have had to-day's action postponed, or at least until 
th e Court’s decision was known. 
He thought there 
was too much reckless talk by hot-headed men, and 
th at it is not ail confined to his own side. Some of 
those who were counseling resistance to the legal 
authority of the State had little idea of what they 
were saying. Th* general impression gathered from 
M ajor Smith's remarks was, that should be qualify 
to day he would not be likely to perform any Execu­ 
tive acts th at can possibly lie avoided before the 
C ourt is hoard from. 
MISSPELLED NAMES. 
A curious fact came to light during the ballot in 
Convention lor members of the Executive Council. 
The printrd ballots misspelled the names of two 
can d id ate s-Edward C. Moody was called 
Edwin," 
and J. B. Redman s name was changed to “ Ked- 
m on." The eirers were not discovered until the 
com m ittee had retired and counted the vote, bu t be- 
tore they reported a new ballot was ordered.

Zymotic C ontagion .— Professor Tyndall 
asserts that diseases are propagated not by 
effluvia or sewer gas, but by solid particles 
discharged into the atmosphere by currents 
of air or gas. This he proved by the follow­ 
ing experiment : He cut up a piece of 
steak, steeped in water, heated it at a little 
above the temperature of the blood, then 
strained off the liquid ; in a short time this 
tiuid became turoid, and when examined 
through a microscope was found to be 
swarming with live organisms ; by the ap­ 
plication of heat these were killed, and 
when the solution was filtered he obtained 
a perfectly pure liquid, which, if kept free 
from particles of dust, would remain pure 
for an unlimited period ; but it a iiy were 
to dip its leg in fluid containing living or­ 
ganisms and then into the pure liquid, the 
whole would be swarming with ammaicuia 
in forty-eight hours.

Election o f I’rcsltlen l anti V lce-Froslilcnt. 
W a s h in g to n , January 10th.—Thesub-com- 
mittee of the House select committee on the 
State law respecting the ascertainment and 
declaration of the result of the election of 
President and Vice-President to-day decided 
to report favorably to the full committee the 
joint resolution introduced by Representative 
Bicknell, providing for an amendment to the 
Constitution as to the election of President 
and Vice-President. 
A meeting of the full 
committee will be called early next week, and 
the report of the sub-committee will probably 
be adopted without amendment, and the reso­ 
lution be favorably reported to the House. The 
proposed amendment contemplates an elec­ 
tion of President and Vice-President by the 
people of the several States, and prescribes 
the manner of counting the votes and deter­ 
mining the questions of contest. The electoral 
votes and the fraction thereof of each person 
voted for as President in any State shall be 
ascertained by multiplying his entire popular 
vote therein by the number of the State s 
electoral votes, and dividing the product 
by the sum of all the votes given in the State 
for President, and the quotient shall be the 
number of Electoral votes, and the fraction 
thereof to lie assigned to such person, using 
for such fraction three decimals only. 
The 
foregoing provisions shall be applicable to the 
election of Vice-President, but no person in­ 
eligible to the office of President shall be 
eligible 
as iVice-President. 
In 
case of 
a contest in any State as to the election of 
President or Vice-President, the same mav 
be passed upon by the highest judicial tri­ 
bunal in accordance with its laws, the deci­ 
sion thereof shall be by it certified and 
transmitted, sealed, to the seat of Govern­ 
ment of the United States, directed to the 
President of the Senate. 
The Electoral 
votes shall be counted by the two houses 
as certified, unless objected to by both 
houses ; 
but if there be a certificate of a 
decision by the highest judicial tribunal of 
any State upon a contested election therein, 
the electoral votes of such State shall be 
counted in accordance with such decision, un­ 
less the same be ovrrruUd by both houses. 
J f there be no such certificate of decision, the 
contested votes from any State shall not be 
counted unless both houses concur therein.

or if 
there he more than one such decision from

W a s h in g to n , January 16th.— Congress­ 
man Berry has been furnished by the Secre­ 
tary ot the Navy with a copy of a comtnuni- 
tion from William H. Shuck, Chief of the 
Bureau of Engineering, dated October 18, 
1879, in which the following language occurs : 
“ During my late visit to tiie Mare Island 
Navy Yard, California, on duty connected 
with the Bureau, my attention was called to 
the condition of the water-front of that yard. 
I found between certain important locations 
along the sea-wall that the bottom was 
exposed at low water, and as the rise and 
fall of the tide is only about five feet, it 
was impossible to land from the yard tug at 
points where formerly some of our largest 
ships could readily haul in.” After stating 
that the necessary dredging was done to meet 
the emergency, he recommends some perma­ 
nent changes, consisting principally of a sea­ 
wall to create currents, to prevent the direct 
filling in of the water front of the island. 
He further says : “ This unusual filling in is 
due to the system of hydraulic mining which 
now prevails throughout the State of Califor­ 
nia, by which thousands of acres of land are 
annually washed into the river.”

S a n R a f a e l , January lfith.—Wm. Dever, 
was one of the hardest cases among the San 
Francisco Barbary Coasters. 
In September, 
1878, he was sentenced to Sail Quentin for 
three years. 
He was then aged 2fi years. 
The prison record report- that he is a native 
of Pennsylvania, ana a laborer. The doomed 
man, who murdered Herman Kohler, a fore­ 
man of the California Furniture Company, 
in the State Prison, was brought to a side- 
room on the second floor of the Court-house 
at 12:30. The last rites were then adminis­ 
tered by the priests. 
In the meantime the 
jail-yard was tilled with spectators. The 
Sheriff and four deputies went on the scaf­ 
fold and made an examination of the straps 
and pinions. 
Dever was supported to the 
scaffold by two deputies, the priest walking 
in advance. 
The prisoner looked thin and 
amaciated, and was unable to stand alone. 
The prisoner had nothing to say on the scaf­ 
fold, and he needed hut little support when 
the Sheriff and deputies were adjusting the 
noose and putting on the black cap. 
There 
was no delay in fixing the noose or blackcap, 
and very few words wete spoken by the 
priests on the scaffold. At five minutes after 
1 o’clock the lever was moved and the trap 
dropped. 
A sudden thud was heard. 
The 
neck was instantly broken. 
ThÉHoctors felt 
the pulse which ceased to beat itWie slightest 
degree after five minutes had elapsed. 
Then 
the body was lowered into a pine coffin. The 
noose and black cap removed, Dr. Tallafferrn, 
County Physician, felt the pulse. 
The body 
was placed in the hands of the Coroner. The 
physician says that Dever suffered little or 
no pain. 
The general expression is that 
the prisoner exhibited nerve and self-pos­ 
session on the scaffold. 
This is Sheriff Tun- 
stead’s fourth hanging. 
The la-t audible 
words of Dever were to the Sheriff. 
He 
simply said, “ Do your duty sharp.”
